scvimd to none His action was indeed 
courageous particularly considering 
the odds Secondly the medical ex 
pttts advised me that it would only 
take about two weeks tor this injury to 
be completely healed And if he eould 
be fit in about 10 14 days he would 
have been an asset as he was the only 
oft spinner in the side and we felt that 
tht New Zealand wickets would be 


very helpful to his type of bowling 

SPORTSWORLD Ifthat ts so, then 
what prompted you, or maybe Sunil 
Gavaskar to call for Ravi Shastn as a 
replacement, when the National Selec 
tion Committee kept off spinner Gopal 
Sharma as a substitute? 

DURRANI First, this was not Sunil

A RE cnckeiers pampeied * I do not 
think I like tht word pampered" 
It suggests that someone is getting 
something which that pei son does not 
deserve In that sense I do not think 
that they are p impered Whatever the 
Test cricketer gets today he nchlv 
deserves He is not getting anything he 
does not deserve-—the fame and the 
mones he earns from plasing cricket 
As a football player I do believe 
that we an not getting whatevei is 
lightly due to us After all, like Test 
cricketers wt too represent our coun 
trv Maybe when compared to Indian 
cricketers Indian footballers have nor 
been as successful in international 
competitions But that does mean that 
we do not deserve a better deal? 

It is wiong to say that Test cricke 
ters are being pampered If what lest 
cm keters get by playing tor the coun 
try can be regaideri as pampering 
then I say in it all sportsmen and 
women who do duty tor the counriv 
desersc to be looked after given 
things like monetaiy si cunt' and fail 
lines to do bittn ind bung thtm 
seises and then country laure's 
In uthei woids it is not that cricke 
I ti is in this countis uc pimpertd The 


truth is that non cricketing national 
sportsmen and sportswomen are not 
being given a good deal When you ask 
the question “are cricketers pam 
pered 5 " You suggest thar they are 
getting something that is not due to 
them My contention is that non 
cricketing players are not getting what 
is due to them The difference is subtle 
but obvious 

Another point I would like to make 
is that cricketers were the first set of 
sportsmen in this country tp assert 
tneir rights and claim what is legiti 
mately due 10 them You will remem 
her that it was only after the Cricke 
ters’ Welfare Association was started 
that the Board of Control for Cricket 
m India sat up and took notice of Test 
cricketers 

The Players’ Association was a plat 
form trom which they could make 
their representations to the BCCI and 
get their demands met This is what we 
foorballers lack We lack a players' 
associition which can put forward our 
grievances to the authorities 

Fvcn though I say there should be a 
footballers' association, I am well 
aware of the difficulties involved m 
forming such a body I think I can best 


illustrate my point by this example 
When we talk of Sunil Gavaskar we 
talk m terms of him being an Indian 
player We seldom think of Sunil 
Gavaskar as a Bombay or a West Zone 
player 

In football the situation is quite 
different When you talk of Surajit 
Sengupta you talk in terms of the dub 
he plays for Take the case of Xavier 
Pius His performances are always 
talked about when he turns out for 
Mohun Bagan but this is not always 
the case when he dons India colours 
In other words a Gavaskar Is national 
property and the whole uf India discus 
ses his performance feels happy when 
he succeeds feels sad when he fails 
But a Xavier Pius's performances con 
cerns mainly Mohun Bagan suppor 
ters His success is their success, his 
failure their personal failure 

This is why, with club loyalties 
running so strong, it is near impossible 
for us to form a football players’ 
association along the lines of the one 
formed bv cricketers 

Another reason why 1 feel we foot 
bailers are not getting our due when 
we play for the country is the attitude 
and functioning of the AIFF I am sure 
the AIFF authorities do not even know 
all the players who represent the coun 
try It seems that the only time players 
come into the limelight and the AIFF 
takes nonce of them is when they are 
involved in a controversy I am sure 
the AIFF authorities now know the 
names of the twenty players who de 
serted the Asiad camp only because of 
the controversy they created 

Since the topic involves the ques 
tion of treatment given to Test cricke 
ters, I'd like to give you the example of 
Ravi Shastn who became a national 
celebrity soon after he joined the 
Indian team in New Zealand Shastn 
was little known outside Bombay and 
erhaps, ihe West Zone Today he is a 
uusehold name because he has play 
id for the country Playing for one’s 
country is without duubt a top honour, 
apart from the money you make This 
is not so in football Let me tell you 
rhat the average footballer will think 
along the same lines if he is adequate 
ly compensated when playing for his 
country 

He has to make secnficcs The 
benefits he receives from his club, his 
having to leave a regular job to attend 
long drawn camps, his being away 
fiom home and all that What I am 
saving, m essence, is that there should 
be no discrimination against sports 
men playing for their countiy—be 
they footballers, cricketers whatever 

It should not be argued that the 
treatment given to our cricketers 
brought down on a luwei plane 
Rather, the treatment of all our 
national sportsmen and women has to 
be raised to that enjoved by a Test 
cricketer in this countrv today 

He richly deserves what he gets 
We deserve the same though we are 
not getting them I am the last person, 
therefore, to say that our cricketers 
are being pampered

GURBUX SINGH, former 
Olympic hockey player, gives 
his reasons 

E VEN a layman who has a scant 
knowledge of sport will be able to 
tell you that cricketers, without except 
non are a mollycoddled lot It does 
qot need a person who is well versed in 
sport to be able to tell you that Let’s* 
face facts 

Cricketers in this country are tre 
ated like pnma donnas although it is 
my opinion that football is the most 
popular game in this country Yet, 
strangely enough, football players are 
not treated the same way as cricketers 
Bengal, perhaps, is the only State m 
this country where a top footballer can 
enjoy the same status and recognition 
as that enjoyed by a Gavaskar 

The question at hand is Do our 
international cricketers really deserve 
the level of popularity bestowed upon 
them 9 Then again, do they deserve the 
massive benefits that they are con 
stantly receiving 9 In m\ opinion, our 
cricketers, by and large, are grossly 
overrated Lest I be labelled biased 
let me explain that the performances 
of our cricketers in the international 
arena have, of late not been exactly 
inspiring What have our cricketers 
done to warrant the amount of public 
backing that they receive 9 What have 
they done to deserve the blanket 
coverage they are given in the media? 

Let us put things in the right pers 
pective Test cncktt is played by just 
six countries in the world I or all we 
know the rest of the nations could not 
care less about an Ashes series, or the 
fact that an Indian cricket team loured 
Pakistan after a lapse of almost two 
decades To be the world champions in 
cricket means nuthing more than 
emerging Commonwealth champions 
What it noils down to, after all is that 
only six countries play the game at 
that level 

On the other hand, however, it 
takes an immeasuieable amount of 
effort, training and grit to win a world 
title or an Olympic gold medal in 
either football or hockev That really 
means something, because of the level 
of competition and the number of 
participating nations 

That is all very well but what does 
an Indian hockev player or a footballer 
get in comparison to an Indian cncke 
ter 9 Precious little, if the truth must 
be told A top level cncketer in this 
country can easily rake in a total of 
about a lakh of rupees—if not more— 
In a full season And that, I might as 


well point out, in addition to what ha 
takes home in his pay packet By way 
of comparison, a top hockey player 
would consider himself fortunate if he 
managed to get a job bringing him say 
Rs 1,500 a month 

A Test cricketer gets Rs 10,000 per 
appearance for his country and is 
lodged in the best of hotels, with air 
travel thrown in for good measure In 
addition, there is the added incentive 
of the special perks like the man of the 
match awards that are donated by so 
many organisations, so the actual fi 
gure is usually much higher The 
cncketer receives medical benefits as 
well as the assurance of a benefit 
match after retirement And how 
many of our cncketers are capable of 
holding their own against other world 
class colleagues 9 Very few, sadly 
enough a Gavaskar, a Kapil Dev, a 
Prasanna or a Bedi 

But what about a Surut, an Ashok 
Kumar or an AjitpaP All three were 
the best m the world when they were 
in their pnme, yet they never enjoyed 
the benefits that our cncketers are 
entitled to 

Throughout their careers, they 
travelled with the Indian team m 
second class railway compartments 
They lived during tournaments not in 
five star hotels but in schools, dharam 
salas or ramshackle dormitories An 
Indian hockey player is paid Rs 15 a 
day dunng a National tournament, m 
addition to free boarding for what it is 
worth 

A LL right, so hockev is an amateur 
sport but certainly hockey players 
deserve better treatment than they 
are getting at tht moment Let it be 
known that after India won the hockev 
gold at Moscow, not one member of 
the team apart from skipper Baskaran 
received more than probably Rs 
10,000 in cash or kind One can only 
imagine what rewards would have 
been given to our cncketers had they 
won the World Cup or some suen 
tournament 

Are our cricketers over rated 9 Cer 
tainly they are What have our cncke 
ters achieved m the last decade or so 9 
Do they really deserve what they are 
getting 9 I say all this because we 
cannot really afford such extrava 
gance when it comes to cricket, and 
cncket alone If there is really so much 
money to spare in India, why not 
distribute it equally between sports 
men of all disciplines 9 

What did Dhyan Chand get from 
hockey? Again, what did Balbir and 
Claudius get from hockev, despite the 
gold medals they brought home? For 
that matter, what did Sailen Manna, 
Balaram or Chum Goswami get from 
football? Apart from the fact that they 
all had reasonable jobs, they have 
nothing else to look back on with any 
degree of satisfaction They are cer 
tainly the poor cousins of cncketers 
Take the case of hockey wizard 
Dhyan Chand What did the Country do 
for him? Does anyone know in what 
circumstances he died? No doubt a few 
thrusands were donated to his family 


after his death, but what was the use 
of it then? What a pitiable state of 
affairs for a man who was a national 
hero in his lifetime, and who is a 
legend now that he is dead 

His younger brother, Roop Singh, 
an equally lUustnous son of India, was 
suffering from tuberculosis for years, 
yet nobody had the humanity to contn 
bute to his medical expenses Ulti 
mately, an exhibition match was 
arranged in his honour at Bombay but 
even after the Bombay Hockey Asso¬ 
ciation had added to the gate receipts, 
the amount totalled no more than Rs 
5000 

I was a member of the team that 
won the Olympic gold medal at the 
1964 Games, as well as the side that 
brought home another gold after the 
1966 Asian Games Yet we were not 
given a single puise in recognition of 
our services when we returned to 
India Yes, we were each given an 
HMT watch and a blaser, but that was 
as far as gratitude went The Punjab 
Government promised us each a plot 
of land measuring 400 square yards on 
payment but that promise was not 
fulfilled and we have not heard any 
thing more about it 

People who play hockey football, 
volleyball or those who excel m athlec 
tic- generally come from the middle or 
lower-class families, whereas cncke 
ters and tennis players almost always 
nse from among the more pnvileged 
classts Yet as everyone knows, it is 
the hockey plavers, footballers, 
athletes and volleyball players who 
need the most financial help 

llow can we expect to produce 
world beaters when they receive no 
encouragement whatsoever 9 In my 
eyes, it is much mure meaningful to 
have a national hockey side that is 
ranked among the top four or five in 
the world rather than have a cncket 
team that earns lavish praise when it 
defeats a second rate Australian side 

Let us distribute evenly the crumbs 
among the various spomng disciplines 
in our country before we expect any 
results Certainly, a little foresight 
would bring more tangible results 
rather than our current policy of put 
ting all our eggs in one basket In very 
down to earth terms How many peo 
pie would stop to spend even Rs 5 on a 
nockey match rather than wait in line 
and buy a black market ticket for a 
Test match 9 

The media must also take its share 
of the rap The recent Indian cricket 
tour of Australia and New Zealand is a 
case in point No less than four AIR 
commentators travelled along with the 
side, a colossal expenditure no doubt 
Yet not a single media man was pre 
sent at the 1979 Junior World Cup 
Hockey Tournament at Pans 

The late A I S Dara was nght 
when he confessed to me at Pans that 
year that Pakistan treats its hockey 
players in much the same way as India 
treats her cncketers That, mdeed, is 
saying a lot 

Certainly the results are there for 
us to see 


Tony Lewis's Column 


T HERE is a bloody side to cricket 
and cncket lovers, however noble 
their feelings about the game, love 
wallowing in the gore 1 write about 
the public mutilation of a Test captain 
In England’s case, at the moment, Ian 
Botham is being urn limb from limb 
It is not unique It goes with the job 
He has disobeyed the prime command 
ment, “thou shalt not lose" 

Evesv television newsreel sent 
back from West Indies to England in 
the last few weeks of England’s recent 
tour was slanted to suit a “sack 
Botham” text If he was hit for four 
then the commentator would describe 
how the England all rounder’s talents 
have declined since he has been cap 
tain Of course they have Then we 
hear references to a split m the camp 
Of course there have been Botham's 
tag is either “immature” or over 
aggressive” Of couise he is 

I wonder why people just cannot 
see that the England Test selectors 
gave the leadership to a twenty four 
year old, who had not proved himself 
permanently at the very highest level, 
who has had no experience of captain 
cy nr man management and who has 


returned to England to face a legal 
court case in which he faces a charge 
of assault Why is everyone so amazed 
that he has not been playing to his best 
form’ 

I write this in defence of Ian 
Botham, who, by the way, is a pleasant 
young man m my experience a natural 
cricketer and the possessor of a sharp 
cncket brain He was first selected 
captain only because there was no one 
else However, many wrote at the time, 
and I was one. that a baptism of eleven 
Test matches against the mighty West 
Indies was enough to destroy the 
greatest captain Why did they not 
allow Brearley to continue for one 
more home season and let Botham 
take the tour’ He may recover from 
six poor Tests, but eleven failures is 
enough to dishearten the toughest 
man 

I must only judge on the evidence 
in front of me during my stay in West 
Indies I saw England looking ragged 
and unenthusiastic on the field in the 
Bridgetown Test match Clive Lloyd 
and Viv Richards were building up a 
huge score for the declaration Botham 
tried to contain them mainly himself, 


with fast medium bowling He totally 
ignored the containing skills of John 
Emburey who is just about the best 
off spinner m the world The fielders 
moved about with the resigned air of a 
crew under death sentence Only Peter 
Willey came up with the professional 
ism He chased every ball, turned 
certain fours into threes and dived on 
hard, rough ground if only to get a 
finger to the ball Ian Botham's perso 
nality shrank, his ego disappeared, 
England were footloose m a vacuum 
It is worth pointing out that this can 
happen to anyone who is captain of a 
side which is being destroyed Also, 
the result would have been approx 
imately the same whoever had cap¬ 
tained England,—W G Grace Doug 
las Jardine, Peter May or whoever 
What is worth remembering, is that 
Ian Botham, who does not captain his 
county, Somerset, has had very little 
experience of holding back an avalan 
che If he has learned anything he will 
now, after eleven Tests against Lloyd’s 
men, be the most expert defensive 
captain m the game Ah' But that is 
the question how much has he 
learned’

cricket fur England on what was his 
home soil Bur mure than anything 
else, the tour will be remembered 
because of Lloyd’s scintillating form 
His record in the Tests speak 
volumes In only five innings he scored 
181 runs at an impressive average of 
76 60 Only Viv Richards ended the 
series with a higher average (89 75)

How OKI RFC qualify? 



O NE might well wonder how Cal 
curia’s Railway Football Club 
got them selves invited for the 1981 
Federation Cup That they reached 
die quarter finals is a separate mat 
ter altogether It is definitely not a 
top club aide of the country When 
the Federation Cup was inaugu 
rated in 1977, it had been men 
tinned that only the top teams of 
the country would be eligible to 
participate In fact, RFC do not 
even figure in the top bracket in 
the Calcutta League itself 

The question of their inclusion 
is, therefore, quite justified One 
has to go back to the Cuttack 
Nationals (January 1981) to find 
the roots cf their inclusion A work¬ 
ing committee meeting of the All 
India Football Federation (AIFF) 
was held during the Nationals Dur 
ing that meeting Mr Phalguni Moti 
laid, secretary, Railway Sports Con 
trol Board and a member of the 
working committee, had proposed 
that since a railway side was parti 
cipaung in tha Nationals and were 
doing well, (they reached the finals 
this year) they should also be 
allowed to field a team in the 
Federation Cup 

Hie matter was put to vote and 
ultimately the committee agreed on 


the proposal and Mr Motilal, asked 
Sankar Sarkar, who was also with 
the Railway team during the 
Nationals,, to select player* from 
South Eastern, Eastern, Port Tntat 
and RFC, and then submit the Dag 
to the Railway Sports Board so that - 1 
these players could b4 selected to 
play in the Federation Cup Sankar - 
Sarkar was also assured that he - 
would be the coach-cum manager. 

Sankar Sarkar requested the 
RSCB to ask the players he had 
selected to attend training. When 
the news reached Calcutta that • 
combined railway side was to par- . 
ticipate in the Federation Cup. * 
some dubs sent objections to me 
AIFF They were quite Justified in 
doing so, because the Fedoratim 
Cup is a dub tournament and not 
an institutional one 

This came under discussion ’ 
when the AIFF committee met ot 
Delhi to decide the fate of die 21 
players who left the preparatory 
Asiad coaching camp They agreed 
that the objections were lawful 
Then what were the AIFF Kg wigs 
doing during the Nationals? Had 
they forgotten that the Federation 
Cup was a dub tournament?

'THAT he is no more is very sad 
J. indeed But what he left behind 
will always be cherished in the mem 
ory of the athletics fraternity Laipat 
Rat Khanna was a great fnena of 
athletes and his biggest contribution 
to this sport was the publication of the 
official handbook of the Amateur 
Athletics Federation of India which 
threw new light on the athletn 
achievements of the country 

Many may not remember, but he 
was a walker of national standing in 
his heyday After his fine carter he 
devoted his time to the betterment of 
the sport His tireless work eventually 
made him one of the leading figures 
among the country's top athletus otfi 
cials It was in his tenure that he 
guided India to the reckoning in the 
international sphere m the {seventies 

His devotion to this disiipline be 
gan with the Delhi Athletic Club of 
which he was a founder member He 
was elevated to the post secretaiy of 
the Delhi Amateur Athletic Associa 
uon and the Delhi Olympic Associa 
tion In 1972, Khanna became the 
secietarv of the All India Fedeiation 
and continued till 1976 during which 
period he did a great deal Since he 
was a good walker and a qualified 
international judge m walking he was 
an automatic choice for the judges' 
committee for the Montreal Ohmpu 
Games in 1976 It did not end thete 
Two scars later he officiated in the 
Bangkok Asiad Age never seemed to 
be a barrier Even at 61 he was present 
in an active capacity during the Inter 
State Athletic Championships at [he 
Kantareesa Stadium in Bangalore last 
February 

Mr Khanna was an officer with the 
World Health Organisation and after

The Toy Bulldog 

O NE of the most colouiful sports 
personages of the Twenties and 
mid Thirties was an American boxer 
Edward Patrick Walker bettei known 
as Mickey Walker, who died recently 
at New York at the age of 79 

Known in the ring as the Toy 
Bulldog', he held the world welter 


wd0at and midcBeweight titles and in 
addition was a leading contender for 
the light heavyweight and 
heavyweight titles Success, however, 
eluded him in the two latter cate 
gories 

Born on July 3, 1901 at Elizabeth, 
New Jersey the Toy Bulldog entered 
the ring as a professional at the age of 
18 in 1919 A string of unimpressiye 
ptrfmmancis to start with did not 
deter him and most boxing pundits 
opined that he had the grit and 
perseverance to win the world title 



Sure enough on November 1, 1922 he 
challenged Jack Britton for the welter 
weight title and won but he ultimately 
lost the title to Pile Latzo on May 20 
1926 Walker, who was 1 70 metres in 
height and weighed between 67 and 77 
kg moved up to the next category and 
challenged defending champion Tiger 
flowers, defeating him seven months 
liter his loss to l atzo He resigned the 
middleweight ctown on June 19 1931 
\ month later he fought 15 round 
against lack Sharkey who won the 
woild heavyweight rule the following 
veais In 1929 he challenged Tommy 
I oughran but lost The same fate was 
also m store tor him against Maxie 
Rosenbloom in 1933 

Boxers usually snrt the h ird wav, 
doing odd jobs here and thire before 
they take up the profession ot the ring 
Walker, however, studied architecture 
toi a brief period hi fori turning to a 
carter in boxing Tht artistic touch did 
not leave him altogether After he 
announced his letiremmt in 1935 he 
returned to the study ot ait and later 
attained considcrablt success as a 
painter If is autobiography The Will 
to Conquer' was published in 1953 As 
a fitting tribute he was elected to the 
Boxing Hall of fame in 1955

T HF point raised by Mr Su 
jeet Mohanty in his article 
Doing duty for the nation in

Somewhere down the line her 
health problems came to the notice of

‘The man who changed the whole 
complexion of the game was Ulaga 
nathan He shattered my defence com 
pletelv” commented Mohammedan 
Sporting coach 4bdus Sattai That

T HE Fifth Federation Cup owes a 
lot to one man—N Vittal the 
convenor of the tournament It was 
virtually a one man show He 
looked after everything Making 
arrangements for the invitation of 
the VIPs tackling the clubs with an 
iron hand dealing with the Press et 
al It was difficult pinning him down 
at one spot for long but between 
his daily chores SARAJIT DEB 
interviewed him about some of the 
aspects of the tournament Ex¬ 
cerpts

SW In the light of all these difficul 
ties, whs didn’t sou stage the cham 
pionship where there are better 
arrangements, sas Coimbatore ' 

MTTAL It could hive been done 
but it would h ise meant that we were 
avoiding tackling the problem We 
wanttd to prose that wt are capable ot 
conducting a tournament in adverse 
conditions We wanted it to be an eve 
npenci toi tht people who mitttr in 
the (>tiscinmcm so that the peimis 
sion is grimed to build i stadium 

SW What plans do sou have for 
this “future” stadium 1 

VITTAL We want it to be a 40 tier 
stadium all aiound With floodlight 
arrangements Wt the Madras Foot 
ball Associition art willing to spend a

VITTAL Im lealls sons tor ihc 
inconvcnitnce caused to tht plasers 
and the rilctees We tried our btst to 
get as mans busts as we could hut 
failed Tht (iiisemment was thaiging 
us chartei latcs which wt found too 
expensive fin us As tor the school 
buses most ot them are awav from tht 
tits, toi tvtursion trips So we had to 
make do with those available I onls 
hope tht people will bear with us and 
understand our difficulties 

SW In the entire championship, 
onls three outstation referees were 
seen in action S Hakeem (Services), 
Tarak Sen and Milan Dutta (Bengal) 
Since in most of the quarter final 
league matches, at least one Calcutta 
team was plasing, it was not being 
possible to post a referee from Bengal 
(though Tarak Sen did conduct the 
Mohun Bagan BSF Match) That left 
only S Hakeem to supervise three 
matches In four days Why didn’t you 
bring more referees? 

VITTAL Who said that we didn’t 
invite more referees? Along with the 


three you have mentioned, we had 
sent invitations to Alex Vaz, Len D’Sa, 
S Shettv, Suvarna, Melwn D’Souza 
and S Banerjee Both Melwn and 
Banerjee are out of the country—while 
the former has gone on some protes 
sional work, Banerjee for personal 
reasons Suvarna had sent us a letter, 
thiuugh his emplosers to the effect 
that ht had already expended all his 
lease and tor that reason, he would not 
be able to come Alex Vaz said in 
writing that he would not be able to 
exist on the Rs 40 that is the daily 
allowance tor referees He wanted a 
raise Len D Sa and S Shettv both of 
Maharashtia said that thtv were con 
ducting matches at rht Stafford and 
that thes would pan us late

SW Wt know how Railway Fool 
ball Club got themselves invited for 
the Federation Cup (this appeared in 
an earlier issue) What strikes me as 
strange is whs Punjab Police, last 
sear’s semi finalist, were noL invited 
And whs were four local teams invited 
for the championship' 

V ITT41 We want to be a bit flexi 
ble After all it is tor the betterment 
of Indian toothall 1 think Punjab 
Police wtre invited last sear because 
BSr withdrew from the tournament 
This reuhtd the semifinal, where 
they lost badly We have invited two 
teams trom Punjab BbF and JCT Both 
are better than Punjab Police, at least 
their performances speak for them 
selves In addition, Punjab Polite have 
no star value these two teams ase 
more attractive 

As for the four local teams, tell me 
how local players can flourish if they 
are not given a chance to participate 
in major tournaments? Among the 
four, ICF and Reserve Bank justified 
their inclusion Though they lost they 
both fought gamely When the idea of 
fielding a Federation XI was dropped 
we tried to bring a foreign team (even 
the AICS had told us to go ahead), but 
the A1FF did*not allow w wd’we bad 
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The 12 dav gap between the qual 
ifvmg rounds and the quarter final 
league had an adverse etteti on mv 
team No one who had watihed our 
pertormam.es in the initial stages 
could have believed that it was the 
same team in the quarter final league 
In the preliminary matches, Orkay 
Mills functioned as a team but this was 
not the case in the later stages of the 
tournament In fact the whole comple 
xion of our game changed after we lost 
the match against Railway F C In that 
particular encounter we created at 
least six openings but failed to con 
vert them and lost the match 1 2 

This defeat upset the morale of the 
side and m the next match against 
Mohun Bagan, we played moderate 
occtr Our performance against BSF 
w is expected We had nothing left in

Out ptifmmance in the initial 
stages of the tournament was satisfac 
tory Wt plaved well against ITI and 
Tatas (twice 1 but could nut do the 
same in the quarter final league 
Perhaps the extra burden of having 
qu ilitied as one of the top eight teams 
id the country was too muen for our 
young players who did not play their 
natui af game The only remedy for this 
is participating m more major tourna 
ments thereby gaining exposure 
against the top teams of the country 
Tnis will help in eradicating any 
tendency towards panic 

Satyajit Ghosh Bakul Das and San 
jib Dev have never played for a first 
division side before and it goes to their 
credit that they played well whenever 
required But they too have their 
limitations In the match against 


Mohun Bagan, Satyajit played excep¬ 
tionally well, but his inexperience cost 
us the first goal when he, along with 
Biswajit Bera, went for the header A 
more experienced player would have 
waited for the ball It proved to be a 
very costly mistake My boys never 
displayed the form that they had in 
the Stafford Cup 

Sukumar Mukherjee joined our 
side at the quarter final stage and 
somehow never fitted into the team 
lie has a tendency of occupying a lot of 
space when going for the ball He is 
basically a feeder and not a snatcher, 
so we faced this deficiency when we 
plaved against BSF and Mohun Bagan 

Ranjit Chatterjee is the player who 
impressed me the most He always 
goes for tackles and does not have a 
trace of fear, a trait that is not seen in 
every player these days But he did not 
have the support from the other for 
wards Kishore Mukherjee played only 
m patches, Arup Bhattacharya is fast 
but he does not have dodging abilities 
Utpal Neogi has this “fear complex" 
and must overcome this if he wants to 
become a good footballer 

It would be an injustice to Santosh 
Bose, our custodian, f I failed to 
mention him He had a successful 
tournament and brought off a couple 
of very good saves Our best match was 
against BSF and the worst against 
Mohun Bagan In the latter game, 
Alokc Majumder did well to bottle up 
the wily winger Surajit Sengupta 

The key to our success was deter 
mination along with tremendous team 
spirit We fought till the very end, but 
in the last match against Mohun 
Bagan, we gave up Perhaps this was 
due to the fact that we havt playing a 
big name As I said earlier, the more 
tournaments we play, the quicker we 
will overcome this 
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In the quarter final league we 
failed to produce the form we had

Indians trained the 
wrong way

I N the prev tous world championships I this gentleman had privately expret 
at Pyongyang, the Indian women's ed the view that the women had i 


Xat Pyongyang, the Indian women's 
team had the distinction ol being the 
strongest team m Category II Howes 
er at No\i Sad it was an entirely 
different story Playing in Category I 
meant playing against the top bracket 
teams making thim \ery much the 
underdogs This seemed to tell on 
them and they stalled the chain 
pionships on an unsure note, lacking in 
confidence As the tournament prog 
ressed, they became further demoral 
ised They began by playing against 
Yugoslavia, who were represented by 
Perkuun and Palatinus Both are very 
compact on the table players with con 
sistency being their forte They both 
have a very consistent forehand spin, 
as well as a counter spin, which they 
use mainly as an opening as the ploy is 
not very powerful 

The Indians could not do much and 
lost in straight matches Shaila's de 
fence was easily unravelled and their 
counterplay was a little sharper than 
Indu's 

Their next tie was against Fngland 
Indu lost the first match to Karen Witt 
in two straight but close games Smg 
dha Mehta made her international 
debut in this tic, but could do precious 
little against Jill Hammer sly’s de 
fence 

It was very much the same story in 
the later ties the Europeans being too 
much tor the Indians Shaila did 
however manage to play a good match 
against 1-rance‘s Oavaud By the mid 
die of the championships, the Indians 
had resigned themselves to relegation 
into the second category, with the 
result that they performed poorly in 
the playoff match 

They met Finland, whom they had 
defeated 3 0 during the last world 
championships This tune, however, 
the tables were turned, with the Indi 
ans losing 3 0 No doubt the Finnish 
team had improved but not to the 
extent shown by the results Both Indu 
and Shaila conceded unpardonable 
points at crucial stages and the dou 
Dies match in which they were leading 
20 16 in the final game was virtually 
thrown away 

The main reason for this absence of 
fighting spin! was the inadequate pre 
paration for the championships This 
was further aggravated by the lack of 
interest shown by the North Korean 
coach, who was training them In fact. 


this gentleman had privately express 
ed the view that the women had no 
chance of remaining in Category I The 
training methods were totally inept

Rise ol karate In the USSR 

CALCUTTA Karate is one of the 
newest disciplines introduced in the 
Soviet Union Although the National 
Karate Federation was set up only two 
years ago, regional and two national 
championships have already been 
held, the latest being the inaugural 
Soviet championships at Tashkent 
The general secretary of the World 
Union of Karate Organisations 
(WUKO) Mr Luchi Eriguchi of Japan, 
said “I am really pleased with the 
growth of popularity of our sport It 
has about 3 million followers m the 
world today WUKO incorporates 70 
national federations, including 20 in 
Furope We would therefore, wish to 
see tne Soviet Union in our ranks I’m 
sure that the USSR will quickly 
emerge among the strongest Karate 
nations, because of sambo which is a 
sound foundation I strongly believe 
that the sambo men will soon acquire 
skill in karate as they have done m 
judo " This statement was made in 


1978 when Mr Eriguchi visited the 
Soviet Union 

Yet another Japanese, Mr Mayasu 
ki Hisataka, WUKO inspector method 
ist, commented “I'm simply stunned 
by what I’ve seen In such a short span 
your athletes have made excellent 
progress in karate Some of them can 
already be entered in major interna 
tional meets with good chances of 
winning If they continue at the pre 
sent rate they will certainly be in the 
top rung of the ladder ” 

Although only a few people in the 
USSR were aware of the existence of 
karate about 20 25 years ago indi 
vidual enthusiasts began to foster the 
sport m the mid Sixties in a number of 

f daces, especially in the Baltic Repub 
ics, Uzbekistan, Moscow and 
Leningrad ” 

The sudden popularity of karate

The Argentines 
win their spurs 

ASHIS RAY reports on the FA Cup final 

T HRFF years ago Tottenham Hots I the midfield accomplish 
pur one of the more renowed clubs proving decisive The win 


J. pur one of the more renovved clubs 
in English football were passing 
through an indifferent phast Thtv 
had little success to speak ot were 
lacking individual brilliance and 
financiallv Were also in due struts 
Thev honesci managed to laise 
seven hundred and littv ihnusind 
pounds and in rhi- nature ot a slight 
gamble secured the services ot Osval 
do Aidilcs and Ricardo \illt--a duo 
partlv credited lor \rgentma s 
triumph in tht World Cup 

The most did not p*v immediate 
dividends but on tht night n! Mav 14 
these two supreme uti is vsiththeaid 
of Glen Hoddle master minded Spurs 
to the F A Cup mantle The initial 
clash five davs earlier had ended 1 1 
even after thirtv minutes ot txtn 
time 

Moreover it was not an encounter 
in consonance with a hundredth final 
of a famous tournament But in tht 
replav both contestants cast aside the 
tensions to coin an unforge'tablc game 
of soccer 

It was fearless football attack at 
every opportunity, with the control ot 


the midfield accomplished by Spurs 
proving decisive The winners took the 
lead, but thereafter trailed 2~ 1 onlv to 
clinch the issue in the last quarter of 
the match, evidence of the topsv turvv 
character of the tie adding in its wake 
to the delirium 

The I A Cup is a veiliable institu 
non m the annals of football No 
domestic club tournament anvwhere 
in the world carries as much interna 
tiunal appeal as this knockuut com 
petition in F.nglish soccer From Au 
stralia to Argentina from Canada to 
China, the championship is as well 
known as a ‘home’ event And that 
despite England being outside the 
short list of super nations in football 

In England the occasion is not 
merelv one of the most important 
events in the annual sporting calen 
dar, but a focal point of fervour and 
festivity and tor a betting man also 
one of jitters The reality of several 
second division sides ensnaring the 
honour—West Ham did it last year—is 
eloquent example of the uncertainty 
of the result 

The pressures that pervade, con 
verting outstanding players into un

functioning beings, is testimony to the 
dual challenge at work—mental and 
footballing The catalogue of the F A 
Cup is in some wavs a chronicle on 
English soccer—its ups and downs, 
and the fluctuating fortunes of the 
various clubs 

The first tournament took place in 
the season of 1871 72, with the final 
staged on March 16, 1872 won by 
Wanderers Club 1 0 over Royal En 
gineers Incidentally, this year’s meet 
ing was held at the Kenmngton Oval— 
more heard of as a cricketing venue 
and which, as lovers of the flannelled 
sport will know was the setting for the 
first ever Test match in this country m 
1880 

The unfolding of the two World 
Wars affected the progress of the 
tourney in the years concerned— 
which made it the centennial final this 
time—but not the charm Ar the import 
ance of the battle And one of the 
factors contributing to the attraction 
has been the open ness of the issue, so 
much so that the team claiming the 
maximum haul of titles—Aston Villa— 
have lifted the Cup only seven times 

The Cup fever in England begins as 
early as the middle of April, which is 
about the period when the semi finals 
are completed And the intoxuatiun 
manifests itself m many wavs, includ 
ing the spinmng off of discs by the 
finalists for purchase and rendition at 
Wembley by their respective suppor 
ters 

This year, Spurs’ composition was a 












very meaningful "Ossie’s Dream,” and 
the dream came true 

T HE deader began with Hughton 
[«viee reselling Tottenham through 
timel> inteieeptions Nevertheless 
Spur* went ahead in the seventh mi 
nute with a move started bv one 
Argentine and finished bv the other 
Aidiles vtticd in from the left but his 
shot hit Archibald who however pro 
dueed another whuh rebounded off 
Coriigun for Vila to slam in gleetullv 
from elost 

Three minutes later though MacK 
enzie met a ball headed square across 
the face of the Tottenham penaltv 
aiea with a glorious light foot vollev 
yvhich gave Altksic absolutelv no 
chance Fqualitv attained Citv still 
sen much against the run of plav 
earned a penaltv tom minutes into the

their friend when vou do something 
like substituting them But I knew 
what he can do and showed that I 
believed in him bv playing him in the 
replay He was magic An overjoved 
Villa responded bv saving “1 have 
never scored a goal like that in my 
life In fact the performance had 
made him reconsider returning home 
at the end of this se ison 

Finally it s worth recording that 
Burkmshaw endorsed a pertinent 
switch in tactics in the second tie m 
thrusting Villa into a role of a striker

When I took the teem to Lngland in 
1961, again that tag weakest esei was 
attached to the side and even attei wt 
won the series by two lest matches to 
one, there were mans tnghsh critics

It was the same m 1964 with Bob 
Simpson's side Bill Lawrs s side and 
certainly with Ian Chappells team m 
1972 

Bs the end of that series England 
had won at Lord s Masses—who is 
now only a statistic m the memory of 
many cricket followers—had 

established new record figures at 
Lord’s and the Austialians bs winning 
the final Test match at The Oval hid 
drawn the series 

In 19'9 there was no such tag 
attached to Tan Chappell s side foi 
they had just torn to pieces the best of 
England’s cricketers in the 1974 79 
side in Australia, with Lillee and the 
relatively unknown before the start 
of the tour, left Thomson doing all 
the damage 

In 19'7 when World bents Cricket 
caused such drama and when Lillee 
wasn't with the team it was rightly 
described as a weaker side than 
normal and England won the senes 
quite Conclusively Hughes turns a spinner to leg yet another stmt as captain 











At full strength, I haven’t the 
slightest doubt that Australia would 
beat England in this series of six Test 
matches in the Old Country, but 
without Greg Chappell's batting and 
captaincy and without Pascoe's 
firepower at the opposite end, m 
harness with Lillee, things are that 
much more difficult 

Wfyen looking at the strength and 
weakness of any team on tour I always 
like to put down the top eleven players

He is a very strong player on the 
on side, has a solid defence and in 
tense concentration and in some ways 
is a modern day edition of former 
Australian captain. Bob Simpson I'm 
not in any wav saying that Wellham is 
going to be as good as Simpson who 
was a great player, but there are some 
characteristics in his batting that re 
mind one of Simpson, probably not so 
surprising when you consider that they 
both played for the same grade club in 
Sydney 

Trevor Chappell is the utility plav 
er on the tour and will be used, I 
should think, in the limited over fix 
tures So, too, will Graeme Beard— 


both of them are excellent in the field 
Chappell is the finest fielder m Au 
strafia today and both can bowl adequ 
ate medium pace, a requirement of 
limited over cricket these days Chap 
pell is the better batsman and both are 
whole hearted cricketers—there is no 
more determined player in the world 
than Trevor Chappell, who follows 
that line of grit laid down by elder 
brothers, lan and Greg 

Syed Kirmani gave some great dis 
plays m Australia behind the stumps

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summer end had some hard hitting

There is quite a tail in that line up 
of eleven players, Lillee, Bright, Hogg 
and Lawson filling the last tour, ana 
even if Beard or Alderman were to 
come into the side, it would be 
unlikely to strengthen the bottom half 
of the batting which, to me, looks to be 
rather fragile 

If that can be taken at face value, 
then it seems likely to me that the 
batting will not provide enough runs 
for the bowlers, twice in a Test match 
to bowl out England 

That is the secret of winning Test 
matches or indeed any cricket match 
and the runs just must be on the board 
to give Lillee plenty to play with when 
he sets out to make inroads into the 
England batting strength 
"pNGLAND's tactics, I’m certain, will 
J_tbe to see off Lillee and then to 
make the best on their wav home 
against Lawson Hogg, Bright and 
whichever other ot the Australian

Lawson is a useful bowler and

ground Perth where the pace is quick 
and the bounce sometimes, can be 
verv steep 

If Lillee stays fit the pace bowling 
with himself, Hogg, Lawson and 
Alderman will be more than adequate 
and indeed could give the England 
batsmen something of a surprise 

Lillee's fitness is the key, but once 
you get past that group and into the 
spin it seems the Australian selectors 
have taken one of the greatest 
gambles m the history of selection of 
touring teams Ray Bright and Graeme 
Beard are the only spinners in the 
side Bright has been there before but 
Beard has not played in a first class 
match in England and, at this moment 
there must be a question mark against 
his possible success rate, bearing in 
mind his inexperience 

It is no easy task to move from 
Australian pitches where there is some 
bounce if you are bowling off spin or 
over the wrist spin, but Beard's 
greatest attribute will be his 
accuracy—he rarely strays off hne-and 
it may well be that Hughes uses him in 
a 'tying down’ role where Lillee will be

dodging the knives of his critics, and 
Kim Hughes, who takes over from 
Greg Chappell in either a permanent 
or caretaker capacity

ASHIS RAY reports from London 



N OTHING excites English cricket 
lovers more than a fight for the 
“Ashes” To them, as also to the Au 
stralians, this is the “real thing" as far 
as cricket is concerned And, with the 
team under Kim Hughes already in 
this country, the stage is set for yet 
another of these exotic clashes 
Quite a storm rocked Australia be 
fore and after the announcement of 
the touring paitv First of all, the 
selection of tne squad had been pre 
ceaed bv the withdrawal of Greg Chap 
pell and Len Pascoe, both vital compo¬ 
nents in the edifice of Australian for 
tunes in recent times While the lat 
ter’s decision was understandable 
since it was due to a knee injury, the 
blow inflicted by the “reigning” cap 
tain was at least for the Aussies, 
rather difiicult to stomach 

"The 4ge ot Melbourne had very 
accurately speculated on this possibli 
ty as early as the first week of Febru 
ary—the team was named in the 
second week of March—at which stage 
Chappell had dismissed the storv as 
being nonsense The daily con 
cerned being a Rupert Murdoch (Ker 
ry Packer's arch rival and the new 
ownei of The Times and the Sunday 
Times of London) publication and the 
reporter known to toe an anti WSC 
line even after the dissolution of that 
body most people tended to write off 
the article as nothing more than an 
extension of the crossfire between 
Vustralia's two media tycoons But the 
reasons outlined for the then impend 
mg retreat—quoted from a clbse 
friend ot Chappell s—turned nut to be 
ex ictly the same as later rescaled by 
the skipper his business commitments 
ruling mt an absence from the country 
tor four months bo Hughes the vice 
captain tor the past scar and a half 
and fresh from Western Australia’s 
win in the Sheffield Shield became 
the beneficiary with Rodney Marsh 
agreeing to be his deputy—a post he 
had refused only a few months ago in 
the Western Australia side Another 
cause tor commotion was the omission 
ot Doug Walters and Jeff Thomson 
The veteran New South Wales bats 
man recalled to the Test side last 
winter had, in fact headed the batting 
averages for the six Tests played dur 
mg the season Indeed his improved 
technique failed to dissuade the selec 
tors from the conviction of his past 
inditferent record in England This, 
not surprisingly did not please the 
locals one bit the matter almost de 
veloping into a political issue In the 
case of Thomson, the uproBr was 
muted but the Queensland fast bowler 
could have the last laugh as turning 
out for Middlesex, he has frozen Coun 
tv batsmen into submission in a most 
impressive manner, and with former 
partner, Dennis Lillee openly deman 
ding “I’d like to see Thommo at the 
other end’, any let up on the part of 
the newcomers could see the return of 
the experienced man and a re 
soldering of the once dreaded com 
bination The Queenslander s personal 
view is that he is bowling “as fast as in 
1974”

Controversies aside, the Austra 
liana' display in Sn Lanka was un 
mensely disappointing Not merely did 
they lose a one day international, but 
were rather lucky to escape with a 
draw m the unofficial Test Un 
doubtedly, the Sri Lankans are no 
“lambs for the slaughter” and one 
could not expect total application from 
a side setting out on an exhausting trip 
to England But to make as much 
heavy weather of them as Hughes' 
team did, casts slight aspersions on 
their ability to tackle the assignment 
that lies ahead of them 

Of course, dismissing an Australian 
unit is dangerous On at least half a 
doxen occasions in the last hundred 
years have English critics been forced 
to eat their contempt when it came to 
forecasting on teams from Down 
Under, including 1947, when Don 
Bradman's boys trounced England 4 0 
They had been labelled, funnily 
enough, as unfamiliar to English con 
ditions since it was the first time an 
Australian party was visiting this 
country after the War 

In the present instance, the visitors' 
fate is so crucially reliant on the 
success of Hughes and Lillee that an 
irregular showing by any one of them 
could spell disaster for the tourists 
None of the other batsmen are of 
proven calibre although Allan Border, 
Graeme Wood and Graham \ allop 
have a fair amount of runs behind 
them Significantly, one heard a lot 
about twenty two year old Dirk Wei 


lham and Australians were referring 
to him as the “new Bradman”—one 
nostalgia that does men and women in 
the Antipodes little credit It is 
however, safe to utter that the young 
man is a natural stroke player ana 
certainly pregnant with possibilities 
The less applauded Martin Kent seems 
a brighter prospect 

In the context of bowling, Rodney 
Hogg, with the encouragement of 
Hugh es, could be a more effective 
bowler than in the case of Chappell 
The temperamental quickie from 
South Australia would fail to give of 
his best in the face of Chappell’s 
piercing glance from first slip—part ot 
the Packer anti Packer syndrome as 
some in Australia insist—and could 
regain his confidence with the less 
authoritative former schoolteacher to 
cope with But Lillee and Hogg, de 
spite constituting substantial strength, 
cannot handle the situation entirely on 
their own They need support and look 
in the direction of Geoff Lawson and 
Terrv Alderman of Western Australia 
Lawson of New South Wales is genuine 
fast, but still a bit awry in line and 
length while Alderman has wisely 
given up the idea of frightening peo 
pie, which has infused nis stuff with 
greater control The spin department 
though, is woefully denuded of quality 
as Ray Bright and Graeme Beard are 
hardly brilliant m terms of slow 
bowling 

What about England? Well, their 
batting definitely strikes one as being 


on surer footing, with Geoff Boycott, 
Graham Gooch, David Gower and Pe 
ter Willey collectively giving rise to a 

f lood deal of stability But the bowling 
eaves little scope for optimism Bob 
Willis and Chris Old both look spent 
forces, although the former bears an 
uncanny gift for comebacks The bur 
den, therefore, descends on the shoul 
ders of Ian Botham, Graham Dilley and 
John Emburev with the last 
mentioned likely to trouble his oppo 
nents on slow turners (there could be 
plenty of such surfaces to bliyit the 
penetration of a gentleman called 
Lillee) 

But, m respect to the home side, the 
captaincy aspect cannot be ignored 
Will Botham continue at the helm? 
Will Keith Fletcher or Roger Knight 
be the new choice? Or will Brearley oe 
recalled as is being suggested m some 
quarters? 

Brearley’s ebullience is unques 
tioned, but there are several im 
ponderables to be taken into account, 
including Botham’s court proceedings 
and his predecessor’s availability in 
future before a final verdict is 
reached 

In sum total, then, an evenly 
matched contest is in the offihg, and 
an affair that will embrace Sunday 
play in Test matches for the first time 
and also make it cpmpulsory for bowl 
mg sides to send down a minimum of a 
hundred overs in a day Weattyet per' 
muting, it could mean more positive 
outcomes

I F vou are alwavs measuring yourself 
against perfection you have to live 
with an awful lot of disappointment 
and discontent I am certain that it is 
not a sane way of going about your 
games 

Golfers become irritable and whack 
their putters into the ground when 
they fail to make par Imagine going to 
the office and becoming distressed 
when you make the odd mistake do 
vou throw vour pen at the wall’ It is 
suicide stuff 

Cricketers, I am happy to say, are 
tar more philosophical Perhaps they 
live with too much failure They be 
come resigned and stoical when the 
bad strokes pile up or the ball refuses 
to land on a decent length, or every 
catch smashes into a stiff palm and 
pops out again Failure is the vulture 
on the shoulder Cricketers allow him 
to teed off them if he must In that wav 
thev both manage to cohabit and mad 
ness is put off 

The only time that cricket truly 
becomes a cruel blood sport is when 
the public swoops in The English 
season began in such a frenzy Back 
came Botham s team from the West 
Indies and out came the armchair 
ciitics, all measunng up the two nil 
deteat in four Tests against perfection 
Even the Prudential Trophy hand out, 
advertising the three one day Tests 
against Australia which they sponsor 
began— Alter a disastrous tour of the 
West Indies England's cricket team 
hope for better times against Australia 
this summer How unfair can vou get 7 
What was disastrous about the tour 7 
Let me tell vou some of the indig 
nant questions being asked and 1 will 
also add mv answers 

Why did the England hatting al 
ways collapse 7 It did not In fact the 
maturing of ’he English batting was 
the most pleasing advance on the tour 
Graham Gooch's century m Bridge 
town was one of the most brilliant 
innings I have seen especially when 
vou consider the might of the opposi 
tion, Holding, Croft, Roberts and Gar 
ner Boycott’s century in Antigua and 
Peter Willev s Gower's big hundred in 
lamaica—all these were break 
throughs of confidence and talent Far 
from being disastrous, this was the 
first positive indication, since Ian 
Botham’s centurv against a full Austra 
lian side m the Melbourne Test of 
1980, that a certain batting strength is 
forming Yet, even so the critics were 
moaning that Athey was not an Eng 
land number 3 ‘ Just think”, tjiey said 
Edrich Cowdrey Dexter, it’s their 
place he has inherited ” 

Poor Athey, poor Roland Butcher 
and poor Mike Gattmg Yes, I agree 
that none of them made the grade, but 
it is a savage pastime to compare them 


jwith the greats 

Of the wicket-keepers it was said 
that neither Bairstow nor Downton is 
fit to lace Godfrey Evans’ boots Yes, 
it's the golden inheritance again How 
can young players live with it 7 What 
the tour did sort out was the important 
evidence that Downton is a better 
keeper than Bairstow and that neither 
is probably the best man for the job at 
the moment Yet the other contestants 
are mostly young players such as Bras 
sington of Gloucestershire, French of 
Notts and Richards of Surrey, and so 
the West Indies tour was an important 
stage m the sifting of talent 



By the time England finish the 
present series with Australia and 
select their side for India, the batting 
and wicket keeping line up could 
read—Boycott., Gooch Amiss, Gower 
Willey Botham and Richards It 
would only require an outstanding 
season by Woolmer too, to see him 
back That is not a bad nucleus 
The West Indies proved, among the 
bowlers, the high quality of Emburey 
His action is high and classical He 

f iroved that he could bowl economical 
y to V iv Richards, for instance, while 
the batsman was smashing his 182 not 
out, all over Bridgetown Graham Dil 
lev is genuinely fast, but in need of 
control and also of support from the 
other end If Willis is repaired and 
Hendrick fit then this would be a 
temporary solution Otherwise the In 
dian batsmen will be looking forward 
to their Test match innings 

The hope is that Underwood, after 
a winter’s rest, will be eager to play 
again at the top level 

Why should Botham be captain 7 
Has the captaincy affected his play 7 
“He is not fit to step into the shoes of 
Peter May,” so thev yelled “May had 
discipline and control ” Yes May also 


had Tyson, Trueman, Statham, Lock 
and Laker, and some great batsmen as 
well Poor Botham found himself with 
a pea shooter attack taking on the 
biggest guns in the world 

Of course the captaincy affected his 
play Whose has it not 7 Peter May 
himself who was held up as the 
perfection against which all England 
captains are judged, returned ill from 
the West Indies in 1959 60, admitting 
that the pressures had got to his health 
and recommended that six years was 
enough for any captain to do the job 
Ian Chappell has also recommended a 
short reign for Test captains, five or 
six years 

When Botham was made England 
captain there was nothing in his back 
ground to suggest he could cope He 
was 24 years old, he had little formal 
education, leaving school at the age of 
16, he was not even captain of his 
county Of course he struggled But 
was that his fault 7 Did he deserve the 
pillory when he came back 7 Blame the 
selectors by all means, who gave him 
the job far too early m his career, but 
have mercy on him 

Botham is a fine cricketer natural 
and instinctive He captains his side in 
that manner It may not suit everyone 
but he is having to learn the job while 
in office lhat is enoimouslv difficult 
under tht sharp eye of the media 
However, the whole policy of blooding 
him will be wasted if he does not 
continue now His form will return, 
talent does not disappear so com 
pletely 

So, vou gather I am prepared for an 
English summer of promise and tm 
provement with just the one reserve 
non and that does involve Ian 
Botham 

The gentlemanly conduct of his 
private life has been called into ques 
tion on more than one occasion He has 
won for himself the reputation of an 
angry voung man who is not too wor 
ned about defending himself physical 
lv if the occasion arises It has landed 
him in Grimsby Crown Court defend 
ing his plead of not guilty to a charge 
of assault, directed against him and a 
friend of his, by a sailor who was 
‘ roughed up’ in some dark alley on 
some black night 

In Ian Botham’s year of captaincy of 
England, this was the one instance 
where his performance had to be 
judged by the examples of all those 
who had earned the office before him 
None of them perfect, but high jinks 
are one thing, thuggery another 

The English cricket world hopes 
that he is as innocent as he protests If 
he is, then he can play with peace of 
mind and that should bring back his 
form and send the vulture public back 
to the rooftops

in Hatton Garden It meant I had to 
get up at 6 30 in the morning and I 
wasn't home until after 7 at night he 
said They gave me the sack after 1 
took some time oft to play for Kent 
Second \I and they said I d failed to 
make up the time 

He quickly found anorher iob with 
a similar company hut by this time— 
he was sixteen—he was spending more 
and more time at the Kent nets 
howlipg to the senior players A year 
later he decided to forsake the 
diamond industry and accept Page s 
offti to plav foi the counts on a match 
basis 

At the age ot eighteen he was 


same season, 1977, made his first team 
debut against Cambridge University 
It was not a particularly memorable 
debut—0 for 23 m six overs and scores 
of 16 and IS 

“I wasn’t too strong physically so 1 
started a job with my uncle’s 
partitioning firm, which meant a lot of

He is grateful to the other Kent 
players tor their advice and 
encouragement and sees the tour of 
Australia as a chance to continue his 
education as a fast bowler He accepts 
that he won t be there as a front line 
bowler 

“I’d been reading my name in the 
papers but I didn’t expect the selectors 
would pick me he said ‘I couldn’t 
sleep rni night before the squad was 
announced worrying about whether 
I’d be in ’ 

If he hadn t made the parry he 
would still have gone abroad He was 
wanted bv a club called The Pirates in

birth Then came the news that Marti 
na had defected It was big news, 
played up by the media in the United 
States; tne country Martina sought to 
make her new home She knew the 
naks, she had weighed the outcome 
carefully and had decided tliat the 
chance was worth taking She defected 
alone Her parents, grandmother and 
stepsister remained on in Czechoslova 
kia but Martina was sure she was 
doing the right thing 

T O many, thfe defection seemed like 
an impetuous act, borne of impati 
ence caused by a stifling system 
Would she live to regret her action 3 If 
she regrets it today, she certainly does 
not show it She seems happy enough 
that she has been granted her 
citizenship b> the United States Gov 
ernment, the only regret being that 
her parents and family have still not 
been able to join her 

Recently her grandmother made a 
trip to the States to spend a holiday 
with Martina and the 84 year old lady 
was so overcome bv the thought of 
being in a foreign land that shelound 
it difficult to speak above a whisper 
for the first few hours Texas wel 
corned Andela Subertova with open 
arms while friends and acquaintances 
turned Martina’s North Dallas home 
into something of a fleust's shop 
And when grandmother made her 
first appearance on Martina’s arm at 
the Moodv Coliseum, she was greeted 
with a standing ovation People flock

Throughout her life, she admits,, 
she has had free-flawing tear ducts. “I 
cry when fm aid, when Fra frus¬ 
trated, when Fm happy or sad** In 
1977, she wept coptously when she was 
beaten at Wimbledon and again at 
Forest Hills. She walked off the court 
with tears streaming down her face, 
not afraid to Hide her emotions and yet 
at the same time ashamed of the fact 
that strangers should see her lose 
control of herself 

“I’ve wanted to win Wimbledon 
vmce I was seven years old, when 1 
first saw it on TV,” Martina told repor 
ters after she beat Evert in the 1978 
Wimbledon final But even at such a 
moment she could not resist one final 
content “Deep down I will always be a 
Czech Drobny was a Czech" 

Befoie the tournament began that 
sear, the bookies gave odds of 6 4 on 
Evert and 3 1 on Martina The Amer 
ican girl headed the computer rank 
ings, but her Czech colleague had the 
best record of the current year Be¬ 
sides, Martina had won the title at 
Eastbourne the week before Wimble 
don Evert seemed poised on the brink 
of victory but Martina literally came 
from behind, playing gutsv tennis and 
swept Evert aside, saying later “Chris 
doesn’t like to lose two tournaments m 
a row" 

Not that Martina had it all her way 
m the tournament at Queen's Club 
She gqt inro trouble against Barbara 
Jordan, then the US 21 and under 
hardcourt champ, m the third round 
“I was lucky to get out of that match,” 
she said “I kept chickening out in 
stead of hitting that ball I knew I 
couldn t beat Tracy Austin playing 
that way If you hit the ball and move 
backwards, she’ll kill you” 

F riends like to point out that 
Martina faced yet another crisis 
even before she stepped on the conn 
for her semi final encounter against 
Evonne Goolagong The official re 
feree, Fred Hoyles, demanded to see 
Martina’s outfits to ensure that they 
were predominantly white according 
to the Wimbledon rules He took one 
look at Martina’s “lucky" dress and 
immediately shook his head, although 
she had already worn it twice m the 
tournament It was a simple pin 
striped, close fitting garment with an 
enormous collar that had been special 
ly made for her by Teddy Tinling, the 
famous designer The dress itself is a 
replica, really The original had been 
ruined by fans' cigarette marks and so 
Tinling had slaved to find the same 
material, ultimately surprising Marti 
na with a copy 

She had never lost m the dress and 
was so upset by Hoylfes' directive that 
she burst Into tean in the locker room 
But Billie Jean King came to the 
rescue She asked what waa the matter 
and, between sobs, Martina told her 
King, who was at the time Martina's 
doubles partner and who had always 
been the younger girl's heroine.

-T be a footballer, he thinks of 
three things—representing the coun 
try, captaining the side and, if he 
happens to be an Indian, of being 
honoured with the Arjuna Award I’ve 
just taken the first step But if you ask 
me what my present ambition is, I’ll 
say it's to represent my country m the 
1982 Asian Games I’m even optimistic 
enough to think that we are capable of 
winning the championship, provided 
we wont hard and determination and 
fighting spirit is inculcated by us ” 
That's Narendrk Gurung, one of the 
few players (and people) in the toun 
try who think we are capable of win 
ning the gold in football m the 1982 
Asiad 

Playing for the Border Security 
Force in the fifth Federation Cup at 


Madras, he was adjudged the best 
player pf the tournament And quite 
rightly so But this award is not new to 
him He had won it in 1979, playing for 
the same BSF in the Darjeeling Gold 
Cup On both occasions his sidf did not 
win the trophy, but his performance 
was good enough for the judges 
To get to the roots of his career, one 
has to travel back to Fourth Assam 
Rifle (Army Area), Family Line in 
Imphal, Manipur on January 1, 1956, 
when this Gorkha boy was born to 
Bhagirathi Gurung He joined the FAR

could not even kick a football,- Narei

had in me and have never failed in an 
class ” 

Narendra started playing serum 
football m 1970 when, along with son 
other local boys, he formed the fin 
Nepali Club—Manipur Gorkha Spot 
ing Union Within two years, the* 
boys got themselves promoted to tb 
senior class Since 1972, till he lei 
(1976), the club always figured amon 
the best four m Manipur While hi 
side got promoted to the senior class i: 

1972, he was selected for the Subrot 
Cup for his school But he could no 
make it, “as I had already joinei 
college ” The year ended all the mort 
significantly when he was included u 
the Manipur State XI to participate u

Narendra has been a regular mem 
ber of the Punjab side since 1976 and 
considers his performance against 
Karnataka in the semifinals of the 
1979 championship at Coimbatore, as 
the best so far in the Santnsh Trophy, 
competition 

“There is a difference when you 
play for a small State and a big one 
When I used to play for Manipur, we 
were usually drawn along with a very 
strong side, like Bengal We used to 
spend sleepless nights just thinking 
that we would be humiliated But 
when I started representing Punjab I 
played with a lot of confidence,” 
Narendra said 

His international experience is Ii 
mited to just two trips abroad Though 
he was called to the 1978 Asian Games

Narendra agrees that he enjoys 
playing the most when the other play 
ers can understand his game like in 
the Indian and Punjab side But, at the 
same time he admits that his best 
comes out when he is playing for the 
BSF ' After all m that team the 
whole responsibility lies on my shoul 
ders Though I face a lot of difficulties 
and sometimes feel frustrated seeing a

Athletics: Problems 
remain 


M N SHOME 

I NCLEMENT weather intermittent 
showers, cold wind—and inept orga 
msation—chilled the recently held 
All India Open Athletic Cham 
pionships at the Northern Railway's 
Karnail Singh Sradium in the Union 
capital The weather and the arrange 
ments dampened the enthusiasm of 
the athletes and weie responsible for 
the meagre spectators attendance at a 
three dav show which was sought to be 
called a miniAsiad 

The meet lost much of its charm 
with the withdrawal of Thailand at the 
last minute Kuwait was thus the only 
foreign team present This Gulf State 
which has taken to big time athletics 
recently, had a small contingent of 18 
male competitors However even with 
such limited number, they made their 
presence felt khalid Khahia won the 
800 metres race comfortably outpac 
mg A Rajan of Heavy Fngineeung 
Sports Board (HLSBl with mother 
Kuwaiti star Najeem \hdullx narrowly 
coming third 

In the prestigious shut put event 
(traditionally an Indian stronghold in 
Asian competition), Mohimmed G 
Zerhawi beat Asian record holder 
Bahadur Singh with i heive of 17 38 
metres In fact Bahadui Singh was 
nowhere near his best performance of 
18 66 metres ind could only throw 
about 16 45 merres ihout the same 
distance he achieved u tht 1SS0 Mos 
Valsamma—needs ft' be »a'i had i rahuly 


cow Olympics An obvious inference is 
that Bahadur Singh is on the decline 
and India will have to do some earnest 
talent hunting rapidly if we are to 
retain supremacy in this strongmen's 
event 

Besides these two winners Kuwait 
also got minor placings in several 
other events stressing the rapid lm 
provement and rising standards of 
athletes in the oil region 

In previous Asian Games, India’s 
mam challengers in athletics were 
Japan, China and Iran However, if the 
current Kuwaiti performance is any 
indication of things to come, India will 
find it difficult to make a mark due to 
fierce competition from the Gulf re 

f ;ion where athletics is second m popu 
an tv to football 

With the Asian Games round the 
(.orner and records m the world falling 
like nine pins an “athletic vacuum" is 
being increasingly felt But we are still 
basking m the glory which Milkha 
Singh brought in i960 or Sriram Singh 
captured nearly a decade ago Few 
youngsters are coming forward to fill 
the gap left behind by the letirmg 
athletic aces We are yet to lealise that 
the gap between the Indian record and 
the Asian lecord is so wide that it 
would require quite a bit of planners 
brains to groom some genuine Asian 
beaters It is a -ommon knowledge 
that it takes minimum rf six to eight

years for any athlete to come up to 
international standard A Jesse 
Owens, a Sebastian Coc i Moses or a 
Lesse Viren cannot be produced over 
night 

One would recall that India once 
was good m throws and middlr and 
long distance running But the stars 
like Sriram Singh Shivnath Singh and 
Bihadur Singh lie over the hill with 
no replacements m sight To underline 
the sorry start of affairs only one 
example of Milkhi Singh is enough

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Australia ready far 
Jr. World Soccer 

A FTER two years of planning, Au 
stralia s role of playing host to the 
1981 World Youth Soccer Cham 
pionship took concrete shape in Can 
berra with the official championship 
draw on March 11 last Held in the $A6 
million National Indoor Sports Centre, 
the draw was a colourful event, tele 
vised nation wide, and watched in per 
son by executive members of soccer's 
international ruling body, FIFA, and 
diplomatic representatives of the IS 
nations including Australia, will con 
test for the Coca Cola Cup The draw 
was made by Mr Harry Cavan, FIFA 
vice president, and Mr Sepp Blatter, 
its secretary 


It placed two of the tournament 
favourites, reigning champions Argen 
tina and England, into Group D with 
Australia and the African qualifier, 
Cameroon The Group A contenders 
are the United States of America, 
Uruguay, Poland and Qatar, Group B 
has Rumania, Brazil, Italy and the 
Democratic People’s Republic of 
Korea, Group C consists of the Federal 
Republic of Germany Mexico, Spain 
and Egypt 

Hie 32 matches will be staged be 
tween October 3 and 18 in six major 
cities—Melbourne, Sydney Adelaide, 
Brisbane, Newcastle and Canberra— 
scattered over a long corridor of the 
eastern seaboard Considerable travel 
will be involved for the competitors 
and their followers with Brisbane, in 
the north of the continent, being 
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Australian tonnts star John Nawcomba (tail) and Sir Arthur Qaarga ASFpraaUam with champio ns hip 
mascot Hickabum 


2,400lun from Adelaide in the south. 
But fast, modern air services put most 
of the cities within an hour’s travel of 
each 

Many at the matches will be played 
at night under floodlights, with the 
final on October 18 schedule for the 
Sydney Cricket Ground, a regular and 
picturesque venue for international 
soccer, cricket and rugby matches 
Hosting the championship, the 
third of its kind, will cost Australia 
$A3 million, much of it going on fares 
to bring competitors and officials to 
the most remote venue ever used for a 
major soccer tournament 

The World Youth Championship is 
the most important sporting event 
staged in Australia since the 1962 
Perth Commonwealth Games It is ex 
pected to greatly stimulate interest in 
the sport, which is one of the four 
football codes played in Australia din¬ 
ing the winter season 

The organiser, the Australian Soc 
cer Federation, says direct television 
coverage of the matches will go via 
satellite to more than SO nations with 
an estimated v lewing audience of 1000 
million 

While Australia, a country of 14 
million people, has hosted tours by 
major national and overseas club 
teams for many years the cham 
pionship will be the most important 
soccer event in its history The sport 
has been played m Australia for more 
than 100 years, but has achieved major 
status only in the last decade 

Soccer has 280,000 registered play 
ers outside the schools, and claims the 
fastest growth in junior ranks (under 
18) of any of the football codes 
Australia has a national league 
comprising 16 teams which started in 
1977, and the high point of interna 
tional achievement came in 1974 when 
its Socceroos won a place in the World 
Cup finals in West Germany * 

Huge sports complex 

A PROJECT which has been de 
scribed as the most exciting 
concept in Australia’s sporting history 
is now gradually coming into life this 
year It is the Australian Institute of 
Sport, a completely original concept m 
Australia and one which is seen as the 
best means of stopping the exodus of 
outstanding young athletes to other 
countries 

The National Indoor Sports and 
Training Centre, which will nouse the 
institute in Canberra cost SA5 6 mil 
bon It is located alongside the Bruce 
Stadium, an all weather track and 
field and soccer complex built in 1977 
at a cost of SA5 million Together the 
complementary structures combine 
facilities whp:h can be found nowhere 
else in this country of 14 million 
people

Bruce Stadium, with its spectacular 
modern grandstand, first class tracks 
and jumping areas and high quality 
grass soccer field is probably the 
country's finest venue for soccer inter 
nationals and important track and 
field meetings It was the site of the 
1977 Pacific Conference Games 

However, it is the adjo ning indoor 
centre and the Australian Institute of 
Sport which is at present exciting even 
greater interest and enthusiasm m this 
acutely sports conscious nation 

During the past 35 years, Australia 
has lost countless young and highly 
talented athletes basketballers, ten 
ms players, swimmers and others who 
have sought to improve their academic 
and sporting prowess at overseas uni 
versifies and institutions 

The main aim of the new institute is 
to stem this outward flow of talent by 
providing expert coaching and tram 
ing in world class facilities for the 
country's top young sports people It 
also will provide quality support for 
students in the areas of sports medi 
cine and sports science In addition, 
students with th? necessary academic 
Qualifications will be able to enrol at 
the nearby Canberra College of Adv 
anced Education in a sports study 
programme providing degree and di 
ploma courses m subjects including 
coaching, administration, journalism, 
public relations and other related 
topics Students wiH pay no fees at the 
institute or at the college A scho¬ 
larship scheme drawn by the Austra 
lian Government will meet all major 
costs 

Originally, it was planned to admit 
40 first year students to the institute’s 
eight sports disciplines—tennis, swim 
ming, netball, weightlifting, track and 
fields soccer, basketball and gymnas¬ 


tics However, when more than 750 
young Australians applied for admis 
sion six months before the opening 
date, the Government decided to in 
crease admissions to 70 at a cost of 
SA140,000 in the first year It is plan 
ned to increase the enrolment ana the 
number of sports soon

The aim of keeping homegrown 
talent in Australian has already been 
served by the selection of the first 
student She is Michelle Ford, 18, of 
Sydney who won a gold medal in the 
800m freestyle swimming event at the 
Moscow Olympic Games Her selection 
was announced last September on the 
day she was to leave for the United 
States to take up a four year sports 


administration scholarship at a uni 
versity 

The first director of the Australian 
Sports Institute is Don Talbot a for 
mer Sydney schoolteacher, who is 
known throughout the world as a lead 
mg coach ana sports administrator Mr 
Talbot was coach of the Australian 
swimming team at the 1964 and 1972 
Olympic Games and the Canadian 
national coach at the 1974 and 1978 
Commonwealth Games He has a BA 
honours degree and an MA in psychol 
ogy The new institute has particular 
relevance to Mr Talbot whohad to go 
to Canada to fulfil his twin ambitions 
to gain higher academic qualifications 
while pursuing his coaching career 

“The institute is without doubt the 
greatest thing to happen in Australian 
sport ’ he said ‘It will give Australian 
athletes the chance to stav in their 
own country to polish their skills 
without taking them away liom their 
jobs or education and without back 
breaking costs ’ 

Ihe National Indoor Sports and 
Training Centre is a low profile build 
ing surmounted by a floating platform 
roof Suspended on both sides from 
cables and sloping masts The body of 
the building has been set deep in the 
ground 

Hie multi purpose sports hall with 
a ceiling height of 12 5m (41ft), mea 
sures 57 5m (188ft) bv 37m (121ft) and 
is large enough to accommodate most 
indoor sports Its ceiling is high 
enough to meet international vol 
leyball requirements, and it has space 
for three side by side tennis courts, or 
the same number of basketball or 
netball courts It will have fixed 
accommodation for 2,500 spectators, 
while temporary seating will lift 
accommodation to 4,200 viewers

duation I joined the BSF as a 
Sub-Inspector in March, 1969 
After the 1969 Nationals held at 
Emakulam where I was a member 
of the Punjab team, I was called 
upon to play for India against the 
visiting Kenyan team—who were 
on their way home after participat 
ing m the Lahore tournament A 
gainst the Kenyans, India were vir 
tually rebuilding their side as many 
of the players who represented the 
country at the Mexico Olympics 
had called it a day I made my 
international debut on March 16, 
1969 in the fust “Test* at Amntsar 
which undoubtedly was a red letter 
day for me Thu “Test” and the 


next one at Bombay ended in 
draws But the third “Test” at 
Ahmedabad ended in a victory for 
India Although the match winner 
was scored by Tarsem, the 
spadework was done by me The 
final “Test” at Jullundur went Indi 
a’s way and v’e thus Clinched the 
senes 2 0 





After playing m the mternation 
al in 1970,1 was selected to repre 
sent India in the 6th Asian Games 
at Bangkok which was again a 
memorable moment for me This 
also happened to be my first tour 
abroad At Bangkok, in the first two 
matches against Singapore and 
Ceylon, mow Sn Lanka) tht going 
was rather easy and we did nor 
have to exert ourselves at all 
Malaysia gave us a tough time but 
we romped home with a 2 0 win In 
the India Japan stmi final encour 
ter Japan’s goalkeeper Satnka/u 
Otsuka played his heart out that 
day and restricted India to just one 
goal and we were through to the 
final where we were to play 
Pakistan 

The Pakistan team included stal 
warts like Tanvir Dar Khalid 
Mahmood, Asad Malik and up and 
coming Rashid and Shahnax Ours 
was a young side but we were not at 
all overawed bv the opposition and 
were determined to launch a do-or 
die battle And believe me, we had 
the experienced Pakistan side huf 
fing and puffing We tried our level 
best but the ball just would not go 
into the goal As fate had it, Pakis 
tan chncned the gold medal by a 
“sudden death” goal 

In the First World Cup at Barce 
Iona in 1971 the only match we lost 
was the semi final against Pakistan 
Here once again Dame Luck de 
serted us ana we were beaten 1 2

clinched the gold medal by a 


By the way, this was also the first 
time in the matches between the 
two countries that the side which 
had taken the lead first did not win 
the match In the Munich Olympics, 

I was plaved in only three matches 
Well, the team’s coach, the late K 
D Singh “Babu" had his own ideas 

On my return home from Munich 
I left BSF to join the Officers' 
Training School at Madras I also 
decided to stop playing competitive 
hockey till I completed my training 
But that was not to be I was special 
h summoned from Madras to play 
toi the Services in the Nationals at 
Bombay in 1973 

My love for the game was so 
intense that I just could not help 
playing for the country in the 
Second World Cup if I was selected 
I skipped the first phase of the 
coaching camp at Patiala After 
pi iving at Amsterdam I did accom 
panv the team to Fiance but cancel 
led the trip to Argentina as I felt 
that I was missing a great deal back 
home at the OTS I kept myself 
aw ly tor almost halt of the training 
period and for this reason I had to 
burn the midnight oil but even 
thin, I passed out by securing the 
third position in mv batch 

Between the Tehran Asiad and 
tht Third World Cup, there was a 
period of hectic activity After play 
ing for the Indian \I against the 
All Star Asian \I in a nine match 
scries i ime the coaching camp at 
Chandigarh I would regard the two 
matches against West Germany and 
Malaysia at Kuala Lumpur m the 
the best of my career The goal that 
I scoied against Argentina—in the 
match that India lost—was my most 
memorable one I moved on to die 
right flank and scored from almost 
a zero angle 

I do not know what suddenly 
went wrong with the team at Mon 
treat We had defeated New Zea 
land, who ultimately won the gold 
medal, twice in the practice match 
es at Toronto prior to the Olympics 

I was invited for the final 
coaching camp for the Fourth 
World Cup but I turned down that 
offer as I was busy preparing my 
self for the promotion examination 

After the 1978 Nehru Hockey 
Tournament I bade goodbye to com 
petitive hockey because I thought 
that the time hajl come for me to 
concentrate whole-heartedly on my 
career

Easily the most prolific opening 
1 partners in the last domestic season, 
Sivaramakrishnan and Snkkanth are 
studies in contrast Sivaramakrishnan, 
senior of the two, is left handed and 
when going great guns, brings into 
play all the elegance associated with a 
southpaw Even though he has been a 
heavier scorer than his dashing young

Thus Andy Roberts and Gar 
ner are performing double 
duty for their team— as fast 
bowlers and at the same 
time as seamers Michael 
Holding, the fastest in the 
world, destroys his nppo 
nents with sheer speed He 
is capable of uprooting the

tournaments, each of them offering 
a minimum of $ 175,000 as prize 
money According to the points 
earned by the respective players at 
these events, the top eight would be 
invited for the $ 200,000 final at 
Dallas 

The WCT events are held in 
places like Frankfurt (West Ger 
many) Milan (Italv), Brussels (Bel 
gium), Rotterdam (Holland), Monte 
Carlo and American centres like 
Houston and Philadelphia 
Although all the top players have 
participated m the WCT circuit at 
one time or the other, only three 
men—Ken Rosewall, Jimmy Con 
nors and John McEnroe—have won 
two WCT finals 

After a four year long associa 
tion with the GP circuit, WCT has 
eventually decided to break out on 
its own The split stemmed from the 
fact that WCT refused to accept the 
new conditions laid down by the 
organisers of the Grand Pnx, the 
MIPTC, whereby WCT werA 
ordered to dissolve their recently i 
formed player management com i 
pany i 

Eight WCT organised qualifying 
events will be held from January to 
April 1982 and players will also 
earn points from tour events plaved 
in 1981—the WCT Tournament of 
Champions, the French Open, 
Wimbledon and the US Open 
How do the players react to all 
this’ John McEntoe feels ‘ It will be 
bad for tennis it they put those big 
events against each other Borg,

ASHIS RAY met the talented all-rounder to ask 
him a few important questions 


I T’s been a difficult month for Ian 
Botham, filled with susptnse and 
anxiety Since his return from the 
West Indies there has been the assault 
charge hanging over his head as well 
as the question of his manhandling an 
English cricket writer at Bermuda Air 
port during the return tourney from 
the Caribbean Over ana above there 
was the problem of the fine imposed

SARAJIT DEB met the veteran footballer to discover why he had volun¬ 
tarily signed for East Bengal this year 


T HERE art generally two wavs in 
which a footballers playing d iys

mines him Samartsh (Pintu) 
Choudhury one of rhe finest lmkmtn 
the country has produced has 
apparently thosin the second path 
The htio of the Sesenties quietly 
signed this yeai in tasour of his old 
club Fast Bengal with which orga 
nisatio 1 he has fond links The signing 
held no significance other than the

teacher and Tushar Das the econo 
mics teacher He imned a second diet 
sion club Bcniatoia in 19bh where ht 
wis spotted hy Bigha Shome who 
brought him over to Wan As Pintu 
himself puts it Baghada is like my 
God He has helped me so much that it 
i‘ s erv difficult to express it in words I

Ht earned $1S4 661 in prize money, 
singles and dnublts in 197(1 That 
nude him one of the 10 mile players 
who topped S100 000 toi the sear in 
tourn imcnt winnings not counting 
exhibitions endoisemcnts and other 
intillais souices of income He was 
one of the 14 men who collected ill 
txciss of $100 000 tiom tournament 
it nms Minus the gamt s h indful of 
honitidi superstais thisi are the 
fellows who tompn e the upper 
middle class of thi sport—not quite 
misttis, but capable iiaftsmen who 
use tiom the multitudes of tradesmen, 
apprentices and failures and whose 
das m tnd d is out toil foims tht 
foundation of the intei national miuit 

In these dass of tennis greed, 
howiscr when staggering purses and 
an mllationars spiral of endorsement 
opportunities hase created a thankless 
class of journesman prima donnas who | 
tike their six figure incomts for 
gi tntt d and don t want to lift a finger 
to do anything but practise play and 
pitk up their checks Fibak is a

A BOY 's natural veaming to be 
the first to handle a brand 
new, cherry red cricket ball led 
Kapil Dev to take up fast bowling 
In the case of Sabir All, Asian 
decathlon cold medallist at Tokyo, 
it was* the lure of a tracksuit and a 
cash award of Rs 101 that led him to 
try his hand at every track and field 
event he could think of It was the 
tracksuit more than the cash “1 
just wanted to show ofl before the 
other village lads ” says Sabir All, 
adding, you know a tracksuit

makes on modern man 

The turning point in his athletic 
career came when the Railways

T HE momentum fni a sporting

binte then it has been the policy ot 
the English critket authorities to ha\e 
no representative tours to or fiom 
South Africa until that country orga 
nises its cricket on non racial lines All 
the other cricketing countries now 
take the same attitude, and bouth 
Africa has been excluded from inter 
national uicket 

The response of the entketers ot 
South Africa to this isolation has been 
constructs e—probably more so than 
in any othei sport They have attemp 
ted to amalgamate into the old white 
governing body the two non white 
bodies (Unfortunately, there arc still 
two rival bodies the '‘official” one— 
the descendant of the old white body— 
and one which is supported by many ot 
the coloured and Asian cricketers The 
larrer believes that the former still 
acts mainly in the intei ests of the 
white cricketers) 


Many clubs have become open to 
players of all races 4t national and 
provincial levels, cricket is integrated 
Some of these changes have been 
undertaken in the face of laws which 
were framed to pi event such liaisons 
Cricketers have taken usks to make 
then sport more equitable 

Howtver there are still laws which 
make non racial sport possible onlv by 
permission or according to the whims 
of the Government Pass laws, liquor 
laws and the Group Areas Act all make 
true integration difficult, to say the 
least 

Two wh tc rugby players were 
harassed because they joined a non 
white club in Port Elizabeth and were 
arrested on their wav to a match 
because they did not have the 
appropriate travel permits There is 
snll a gulf of opportunity between 
w lutes and non whites in sport as m 
all else though this can no more be by

Gibson ol the Times, who was sitting 
beside me in the Pi ess box for one of 
last season’s games when Jackman 
came up to him to solicit an article for 
the Brochure the latter i- bringing out 
this vear in connection with his benefit 
match What impressed me was the 
reverence shown by a top professional 
to a veteran journalist—quite a con 
*rast from the cocks approach of to 
dav s highlv paid personalities 

It was one of the concluding en 
counters of the 1980 calendar and the 
England team for the tour of the West 
Indies had alreadv been announced—a 
list conspicuous fm the omission of 
Jackman, who had emerged as the 
highest wicket taker in first class 
cricket in England with a bag of 121 
wickets 4nd when Gibson offered his 
sympathies on this count Jackman's 
was a very meaningful reply ‘ There 
are not mans players m English crick 
et' he said, "who take one hundred 
wickets m a season and yet get over 
looked for national duty " He had no 
qualms about being quoted, so it 
spoke of rare courage m a man striving 
and not succeeding to gain Test hon 
ours 

Boldness is often associated with 
armyroen, and die fact is Jackman's 
father was stationed in India during 
the war with the British armed forces, 
which is when the current County pro 
was born—in Simla on August 8,1945 
Of course, he was only eight months 
old when his family returned to Eng 
land, where he went to school in 
Canterbury 

In terms of cricket. Jackman's has 
been a alow climb to tne top lie made 


his debut foi Surrey as early as 1964, 
but it was not until 1970 that he won 
his cap His first liaison with apar 
theid” cricket occurred in the winter 
of 1971 72, when he rendered his ser 
vices to Western Province in the Cur 
ne Cup And the following season in 
the colours of Rhodesia versus Natal at 
Durban, he returned figures ot eight 
for 40 in one innings which remains 
till date his best bowling feat in first 
class cricket Other than that duung 
his days in Southern Africa he mei 
and fell in love with a girl there, who is 
now his wife and mother of two chil 
dren 

South 4fnca is generally a haven 
fur the also rins of Tnghsh cricket 
Those who fail to make the England 
side for the winter tour oi who cannot 
obtain a worthwhile contract in \u 
stralia during the off season—and it 
they are good enough—are found to 
accept offers from Currie Cup teams 
or as coaches in the region concerned 
and so, fo*- a long while Jackman sort 
of languished in the backwaters of the 
game and it was onlv after he had 
picked up 93 wickets in the 1979 
season that he became a topic of 
discussion for the England selectors 
Last vear, this wicket taking ability, if 
anything, augmented itself and an 
expected windfall arrived in the shape 
of an appearance in the one day inter 
national with Australia at his home 
ground. The Oval In fact, bowling 
second change he obtained the first 
break, dismissing the opener Graeme 
Wood bur otherwise not impressing 
much by conceding 46 runs In the 
second encounter at Edgbaston, his 
efforts amounted to none for 45 and 
consequently the question of a look in 


for the Centenary Test did not arise 

However, manv a critic felt that he 
should be given the green signal for 
the tour of the West Indies, nut the 
powers that be obviously disagreed 
Looking back on the decree Jackman 
remarks “1 was disappointed but 
then disappointments are there m ev 
er\ walk of life It just made me work 
rhat hit harder But even when later 
despatched, Freddie Truman de 
scribed the move as ‘preposterous" 
maintaining that Jtckman was too old 
I had plaved my last Test around his 
age' Tiueman insisted 

Anvhnw it was a notable maiden 
stint for the Surrcv veteran as turning 
out in the Bridgetown Test, he grabbed 
three for b5 and two for 76 to emerge 
as the most successful English bowler 
in the match Ironically, after the 
fracas an injury prevented him from 
playing the fourth Test and it was also 
a somewhat undistinguished te entry 
in the fifth 

Discussing the trip, Jackman 
states "I still do not understand why 
they made all that fuss' Is he inclined 
to go and play in the Currie Cup again 
after what happened m Guyana- 1 ‘I do 
not think that makes any difference I 
would say, of course, that the chances 
are yery remote At present I have no 
plans or ambitions of playing another 
season of Currie Cup ' 

What about making the England 
team for the visit to India later this 
year 9 "1 am naturally hoping to go and 
will try to make sure in course of the 
summer that I am included in the 
squad ”

indicated handsome consistency, 
but a safe and solid approach to the 
game 

Wood is no Greg Chappell or 
Kim Hughes not as vet at least He 
is, peihaps, not even as good as 
Allan Border But he is a utility man 
ot high order and m a side lacking 
experience and at the same time 
desperately searching for a good 
start, his value can bj no means be 
undermined Also, he is, possibly, 
one of the worst judges of a run m 
international cricket, but the 
blundering in this respect is more 
than compensated for by the quan 
turn of rufts he produces Indeed, 
great expectations surround him as 
he converges on the “real” thing—

the damage had been done 

Holmes pinned him in the corner 
and kept on hittmg Even before the 
referee stopped the fight, Spinks’ cor 
ner had thrown in the white towel The 
referee said later that he did not see 
the towel anyway and that he had 
■topped the fight on his own “I was 
trying to stop it ” Michael Spinks said 
"I never tried to stop a fight before I 
can't believe that it came over me but 




I saw he could get hurt ” 

Spinks paid the price for being wild 
and crazy m such an early round It 
looked like a desperate, suicidal 
effort If he had been lucky, that 
approach could have worked as it did 
I against All in 1978 But in Hoolmes he

The Olympic gold opened a whole 
new world to Leon He got an early 
discharge from the Marines and prom 
oter Lewis initiated him to profession 
al boxing The CBS Television net 
work covered six of his first seven pro 
bouts 

S PINKS was very lucky to have been 
associated with Lewis otherwise he 
may not have got a shot at Ah m his 
eighth pro bout His record in the first 
seven bouts was not at all impressive 
The first five opponents were virtual 
unknowns The fights against Scott 
Ledoux and Mho Righetti were unim 
pressive Still Lewis, who had prom 
oted several tights managed to match 
him up with the greatest The outcome 
was beyond everyone s imagination 
Leon Spinks dethroned the king 
The modest and easy going Spinks 
couldn't cope up with the pressures of 
instant stardom He lost the rematch 
to All and once again his life went 
downhill Careless habits and a lack of 
will to train regularly ruined his 
career 

He lost to Gerrie Coetzee in a first 
round knockout The reason was total 
lack of preparation After initial set 
backs he knocked out Alfredo Evange 
lista in a five round bout Then he 
drew with Eddie Lopez who was 
penalised a point 

B> then Leon Spinks came to his 
senses He knew that nis undercard 
bout on the night of All s fight with 
Larry Holmes was his last chance of 
survival He was pitted against top 
ranked W B C contender Bernardo 
Mecardo ‘ I was way down at the 
bottom Spinks admits “But luckily I 
was still a household name and I got 
the opportunities to come back "If ne 
had lost to tvangelista, that could 
have been the end 

Manv thought it would be Once 
again Leon went into the ring as 
“Neon Spinks', a name he had earned 
bv then Two nights before the fight he 
was seen in the Las Vegas discos Yet, 
he won in style It was the best bout of 
the evening The people who paid 
hundreds of dollars to see All’s suicide 
got their money's worth from Leon 
Spinks 

His biggest problem is being in 
shape for a fight Before the first Alt 
fight he would sneak out regularly and 
hang out in the local bars He would 
close the door turn on the stereo 
music and then leave through the 
second storey window The trainer had 
to follow the footprints in the snow 
and locate him So Solomon had to 
instruct the local bartenders to phone 
him if they saw Leon 

But the time has now come for 
Spinks to take life more seriously 
Whethei he regains his title or not 
depends on his ability to come to 
terms with himself

placings at the Lisenhower Cup in 1 
Mtxicn Citv and was tanked the hth 
best amitcur in the world hv the Go// 
Digest Even lit lore these teats he had 
been awirded the Ariuna Awud tin 
golt in 1%4 

Born in Srinigu on Novernbtr 2t> | 
1929 Billon was N R i littlt i bethi s 
fifth child Fvtn in his childhood he . 
had all the tndeanng and -uhletic I 
qualities lot whuh he lice tme famous 
later oil loshi his eldest sistei tec ills 
how icadilv his school friends would 
lLavt then hicvilt tin Rilloo md w ilk 
to school themselvt s Madan his elder 
brother rememhtts Bilious lust 
attempt at hammei throwing in col i 
lege -which in spite ot licking anv I 
tiehmque w is good enough to set a ' 
new record

mg 1949 50 He was also no mean 
performer with the bat and holds the

But tc im g ones were tun suttoc it 
mg for his individualrtv and for him 
golf was the ideil solution Initiallv 
(ihulam Mohamad iwho is one ot the 
finest teachers in the countrv even 
todavi took him under his wing and 
helped groove that eusv and powerful 
swing Together thev spent hours 
under tht chinar tree on the pi ictice 
fauwiv in the bnnagar Gull Club 
Evuvtimc he visited Snnig.ii he al

Tokyo achievement leaves no 
room tor complacency 


T HERE is an air of general satis 
faction over India s perform 
ance in the Asian Track and Field, 
Championships at Tokyo But there 
is a dangei that the euphoria might 
lead to a complacency which we can 
ill afford Nineteen medals were 
not a bad haul, but it should have 
been better In the medals table, we 
were third behind ]apan and Chi 
na We are a power all right in 
Asian athletics but a second rate 
power That is what the Tokyo meet 
showed Now this is hardly a post 
non with which we should be satis 
tied 

We have progressed in certain 
events but at the same time we 
have not bten able to do well in 
others In ceitain field events our 
standards are so inferior to those of 
the Japanese and Chinese that we 
better not entertain anv hopes at 
ail of medals in them at the Asian 
Games next year though that 
should not prevent us from trying 
Hammer throw for example 
Fven when we had a giant like 
Prayeen Kumar we were not able to 
win an Asian gold medal Fui all the 
hopes ht gave rise to, the 6 tt 7 in 
Punjab star would not be able to 
heat the Japanese, who haye built 
some sort of a tradition in the 
event At Tokyo our national cham 
pion Raghhir Singh Bal, with a 
throw of hi 84 m was fourth behind 
three lapanese Vet from Japans 
point of view their performances 
were nothing to enthuse over A 
couple of them are known for 70 
metre plus throws, but at the Tokyo 
Asian meet gold medallist Shigeno 
bu Murofushi’s winning throw mea 
sured only 69 b2m In time, Praveen 
Kumar began complaining of back 
trouble and took to the discus with 
better results At Tokyo, Bal surpri 
singly took the bronze in the discus, 
an event m which he was not even 
ahle to qualify at the trials 

According to informed opinion, 
Praveen failed to lealise his true 
potential because the coaches were 
not good enough They were unable 
to guide him to the stage where he 
could perfectly co ordinate his 
movements ana impart the right 
explosive power to his throws The 
champions have changed But the 
same coaches are around Will Bal, 
a handsome 6 feet plus athlete, also 
suffer from the same coaching 
handicap? 

Our shot and discus traditions, 
set by men like Som Nath and later 
earned on by Parduman Singh and 
Balkar Singh, seem to be more 


lasting At the 1973 Manila Asian 
track meet all the places on the 
victory stand weie occupied by In 
dians—Jagraj Singh Gurdip Singh 
and Bahadur Singh But even here 
we have slipped Bahadur who is 
our best shot putter now in spite of 
his advancing age was beaten by 
Kuwait s Zinkawi at Tokyo Baha 
dur performs with the disco putt 
style Perhaps he could try his hand 
at the discus itself At least there is 
no harm in giving the idea a trial 

Age is no bar in events like 
discus The case the American A1 
Oerter tour time Olympic cham 
pion who came back after a lay off 
of nearly a decade to find that he 
was still good is an inspiring exam 
pie Young \ijay Bahadur had a 
toss of 16 71 metres at Tokyo But 
he will have to improve consider 
ablv if he hopes to win a medal at 
the Asian Games Let’s not forget 
that strife tot n Iran who were ah 
sent at Tokyo have a man in the 
18m plus class For V ijay Bahadur 
it will haye to be one long relentless 
effort to improve in the coming 
year 

The javelin is another throwing 
tsent in which we better not have 
anv fond hopes While we are still 
to produce a iavelin thrower in the 
70 metre class bhen Maomao of 
China has already crossed 85 
metres Our best young javelin 
men Om Pal and Guitej hovered 
round the 65m 66m mark at the 
pie Asian titals at Patiala Beating 
them with a throw of 68 06 metres, 
decathlon champion Sabir Ah has 
begun to have different ideas But 
being a sure hope of a decathlon 
gold at the Asian Games he might 
not like to risk his chances there by 
specialising only m the javelin 

Both Om Pal and Gurtej, who 
suddenly hu the headlines by win 
ning the javelin at the 1980 Open 
Meet at Ajmer, have not registered 
much progress In the case of Gur 
tej barely 20, his progress has been 
hampered by a mysterious pain in 
his back This young Telco athlete 
has the potential of touching 75 
metres if he is fortunate enough to 
get expert guidance and keep good 
health But then so many other 
voung athletes of ours in the past 
have not been able to realise tneir 
true promise If they have im 
proved, the progress has not been 
rapid enough Behind Shen 
Maomao there were at least three 
Japanese whose throws measured 
between 78m and 73m Still it 
would be worthwhile in working 


with youngsters like Gurtej and Om 
Pal 

The situation in the jumps is 
even dimmer A Chinese youngster, 
Zhu Jianhua with leaps of 2 30m, is 
already in the world class The 
Japanese have at least two men in 
the 2 25m class The bar at our 
leading men’s competitions seldom 
moves Deyond 1 90m Yet there was 
a time when India boasted high 
jumpeis like Bhim Singh and Ajit 
Singh who could hold their own in 
Asia There is no point blaming our 
jumpers They have>not been given 
the pioper equipment The jump 
ing pits even at our best meets are 
pi imitive 

In the absence of foam pits our 
lumpers are not taking to the “fos 
bury flop" style for fear of injury 
More than one pole vaulter has 
expressed the same fear Vaulters 
like Phool Kumar and Sunder Singh 
will do much better if proper pits 
and synthetic surfaced runways are 
rovided A pole vault pit must 
ave one metre thick foam to land 
on However it is some consolation 
that fibre glass poles ire now avail 
able fo our pole vaulters who are 
now m the 4m plus class But the 
best Japanese vaulters are clearing 
the bar at least one whole metre 
higher 

After Yohannan and Suresh 
Babu both of whom have been 
victims of injuries we have no long 
or triple jumper who could give us 
an Asian medal Suresh Baou had 
gone to the USA for an achilles 
tendon opeiauon last year, but he 
has not so far made a comeback 
Liu Yuhang of China recorded a 
leap of 8 05m at Tokyo and the two 
Japanese behind him were very 
near the 8m mark In Zhou Zhenx 
tan China also have a world class 
triple jumper who has been clear 
ing 17m In our big meets a jump ot 
16m will be something to gloat 
over 

The picture is not so gloomy in 
the track events although we lag 
behind the fastest Tnais ana 
Japanese in the sprints There was 
time when a Milkna Singh won the 
200 and 400 metres in an Asian 
competition as though by right But 
that was a different era Uday 
Prabhu, 27, raised hopes of clock 
ing a sub 46 secs 400 metres when 
he first won the event in the Open 
Meet at Chandigarh three years 
ago He then hit the tape in under 
47 secs But Prabhu has not been 
able to do better because he has not 
shown the sgpie single minded de 
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dicanon as the “Flying Sikh” did in 
his time Also he has not got the 
same competitive opportunities 
Muie lately Pavittar Singh has 
come, on to the scene and mas be the 
close competition between him and 
Piabhu will do good to both men 
Iniurv kept Pauttar from eomper 
mg at Tokyo However even if we 
do not win a gold in the 4l)l)m we 
have hope winning a medal in the 
4 400 metres relav We mas also 
expect a bronze from the 4 100 
metres relav team provided there 
die no mishaps like the one we had 
in the baron changing zone at 
lokvo 

In the longer races oui oldei 
i tinners are likelv to remain in the 
foreground much as we mas like to 
see vounger men forging ahe td In 
Snrims absence the much voun

out" 

Martina Navratilova was more

M OST, if not all Wimbledon

Another draw, as Boycott makes history

T HE Australians have a real knack 
for surprising Englishmen with 
newcomers Indeed if one examines 
cricket lelations between the two 
countries, the point dnsen home is 
that mans more first arrivals from the 
Antipodes hast put the shiver down 
Olde Blighty’s spine than vice versa 
This time for instance, the Austra 
lian attack in the absence of Len 
Pascoe and Teff Thomson was said to 
lack experience Admittedly, Dennis 
Lillee and Rodney Hogg are pretty 
seasoned customers but the question 
was would they be wfell supported by 
the youngsters 7 Both Terry Alderman 
and Geoff Law son were, no doubt very 
promising but many feared their fate 
against a battle hardened English 
hqeup 

In the event Alderman exploiting 
the helpful conditions st Trent Bridge 
with an expertise belying his years, 
emerged as the highest wicket taker in 
the match which as everyone knows, 
England lost That in tact was the 
first shock tor the home side Then at 
Lord’s m Lngland s first innings Lillee 
looked clearly out of form, and Alder 
man despite bowling well, was unable 
to reap a lust reward and Kim 
Hughes’ gamble of putting the other 
team in seemed headed for failure 
tven at tht end, the move did not pay 
off lullv as England compiled a total of 
311 But on a benign pitch young 
Lawson woi ked up pace like tire the 
return tor which was a facile stsen for 
HI And that was jolt number two as 
lar as England were concerned 
It was the 40 year old Geoff 
Boycott's hundredth Test but he leit 
cheaply aftei Graham Gooch had 
made a handsome 44 and that placed 
England at 65 for two In tact, it was 
only after the fourth wicket fell at 1M7 
that Peter Willey joining Mike Gatting 
realised 97 runs, and carried their side 
to some respectability Willey a fool 
proof player after the confrontations 
with the West Indian quicks, executed 
some lovely shots m his top score of 82, 
the most memorable being the cover 
drive off the back foot Ultimately, a 
brilliant catch by Allan Border at 
second slip which gave the persever 
mg Alderman his only victim, termin 
ated the effort Gatting is the man in 
good touch this summer, and he pro¬ 
duced a characteristically resilient 
knock of 59 

In Australia’s reply. Border was 
again the mainstay, with a contnbu 
tion of 64 This left hander is by nature 
an aggressive exponent, but in the face

Compiling a 1000 runs by the end of 
June, on the face of it, may not appear 
to be such an extraordinary feat But 
the fact is, Zaheer—courtesy the 
weather—was deprived of even a sing 
le first-class innings in May, which 
1 meant that he registered all his runs m 
one calendar month and that too, in a 
month which is a day shorter than 
, May Actually, other than W G Grace 
and Wally Hammond no other 
Gloucestershire batsman can claim 
this exhibition 

And keeping the Pakistani flag 
flying at about the same juncture was 
laved Miandad, who produced three 
centuries in consecutive innings—the 
first against Warwickshire and the 
other two at the expense of Somerset 
Such regularity of hundreds has not 
been posted by a Glamorgan player in 
the last 31 years and the display came 
as another reminder to the County 
that they couldn’t have seiztd a better 
bargain than signing up the talented 
Karachi man from Sussex two years 
ago Incidentally in the match utilised 
hv Miandad for the two tons his 
English counterpart lan Botham ter 
minated a lean trot by hitting an 
unbeaten 123 \nd eiupnng as it did 
on the brink of the I ord s Test, it was 
looked upon as a good omen But the 
young lion no matter what the fi 
guies might say is not the exponent he 
used to be—a shocking cast of decline 
really under the burden of captaincy 

On the broadei spectrum the prog 
tess of the County Championship was | 
conspicuous tor the sudden turn ot 
success demonstrated by Middlesex, 
holders of the title but hitherto a 
mere shadow of then last year's selves 
With Mike Brearley as usual at tht 
helm, they defeated Nottinghamshire 
by 112 runs and followed it with a 
narrow one wicket win oser Kent This 
has propelled them into second place 
in the table with 93 points—]ust two 
points behind Sutrey—with the same , 
number of matches played The cham ! 
pions have tremendous depth of talent | 
ind seem to hast equitably overcome 
the disadvantage ot having to con 
stantly surrender stalwarts like Mike 
(latting, Paul Downton and John 
Emburev to the national squad and it 
is possible that here onwards it’s 
going to be quite a handful for the 
other sides to stave oft the challenge 
of the champions 

As was the case last season Biear 
ley is again showing the way He got 
131 against Notts, after which 
Emburev with a return of five for 30 
Richard Hadlee took six wickets in the 
Middlesex first innings and scored 82 
in his team's opening venture But 
obviously, the resistance proved in 
sufficient 

The meeting with Kent was a rather 
low scoring affair and the winners 
were reduced to 97 for nine before 
they triumphed, with Derek Under 
, wood serving a notice to the selectors 
in capturing six for 29 Earlier, of 
I course, Wayne Daniel captured seven 
wickets in the match and was well

In the John Player Sunday League,

‘Sobers is my hero” 

HARESH MUNWANI talks to Ravi Shastri, who 
made a dream Test debut last winter and who will be 
leading the junior India side on a six-week tour of the 
United Kingdom 


E VEN though he is barely 19 years 
of age, one could get away with 
saying that Ravi Shastri has the world 
at his feet After all, it is not every day 
that you come across a teenager who 
has already played three Test matches 
and m addition is the captain of the 
junior team 

The first impressions about any 
body can often be misleading and 
Shastri is no exception Clad m jeans 
and sneakers, the six feet three inches 
Ravi is like any other Bombay student 
Given his innocent appearance it is not 
surprising that he looks at the world 
confused and at times out of curiosity 
There are still many things that can 
make his head turn But if you were to 
transfer Ravi to a cricket field the 
whole equation would change He 
would be able to hold his own on that 
green track m any company His 
maturitv belies his age 

1 did not take up serious competi 
tive cricket until 1975 Till then 1 was 
haiing a fling at everything As the 
saving goes jack ot all trades and 
master of none ’ A lot of people have 
said that with a casual air but tew have 
said that with as much conviction as 
Ravi shastri 

Talking about his early days when 
he went to Don Bosco School and later 
to Pudar College Ravi said B D 
Desai Vasant Amladi V S Paul and 
Hemu Adhikan helped me improve 
tnv game 

Consistent peiformances coupled 
with the tact that Bombay were sorely 
lacking a spinner helped Shastri make 
his debut in Ranji Trophy in 1980 He 
played three matches that year 
Though he enjoyed moderate success 
in tht quartci tinal and the semi final 
it wd< in the final against Delhi that 
Rm redly came into the national 
limelight He captured eight wickets 
in the final which was won Dy Delhi In 
the second innings he had the impress 
lvt figures ot 6 for 61 

Next was the tour to Pakistan by 
the junior squad with Shastri as the 
skipper of the team For reasons that 
have bccume history now that tour was 
cancelled ‘We were all disappointed 
since it was tht first overseas tour for 
all the boys But there was some con 
solaunn when a tour to Sri Lanka was 
organised It was lmaluable experi 
ence for each of us because you can 
learn a lot by playing on wickets and 
conditions which are foreign to you", 
said Ravi We played two Tests there 


While ram interfered with the first 
Test, the second was drawn 1 had

Zealand Shastri revealed "1 was play¬ 
ing the Ranji quarterfinal against 
Uttar Pradesh when a police inspector 
came to me one day and waved a 
newspaper stating that I was to go to 
New Zealand I was extremely excited 
It is surely the dream of any cricketer 
to be in a Test side At the same time I 
was tense because there had been no 
official intimation to me from the 
Board I remember when I went to bat 
m the second innings I had no clue of 
what was happening I was still in a 
daze " 

“I got out for a duck which meant 
that f got a pair m that match in 
addition to being wicketless So I had 
more than one reason to remember 
that match 

“The thought uppermost in my 
mind was that I must prove myself I 
did not want to let down the trust the 
selectors had reposed in me I was 






determined to do well but there was 
this thought at the back of mv mind 
that if I failed, what then?” Ravi 
i continued “I spent 30 hours travelling 
from Bombay to Wellington Time flew 
so fast on the flight that there was no 
opportunity to react I cannot remem 
ber what I did in the plane Before I 
knew anything I found myself m Wei 
lington where the first Test against 
the Kiwis was to begin the next 
morning 

“Immediately after 1 landed, there 
was a team meeting In India we had 
heard about Shivlal \adav's injury 
But once I got there I found that Dilip 
Doshi too was not in good shape either 
It was then that I realised that mv 
• hanc.es ot playing the Test were fairly 
bright The team was to be announced 
on the morning of the match But the 
previous night I had the best sleep 
ever, maybe because I was tired 
Shastri sighed ‘ \nd that s it 1 There I 
was plaving for India 

For a man plaving his first Test 
Shastu was not a bundle of nerves 
because fortunately we were fielding 
so there was absolutely no time to 
think, you were in the thick ot it from 
the word go Not did tetlag pose anv 
problems because Shastri a captured 
ii\ wickets in the match I had to wait 
till the 13th over befoie the skipper 
threw the ball to me Mv first two 
overs were maidens and that gave me 
a lot ot confidence Everybody in the 
team had a word ot encouragement for 
me In the second innings I got three 
wickets in four b ills What more can a 
man ask tor in his first match''" 

In the three Tests he played in New 
Zealand, Shastri captured 'I wickets 
at an average of 1H 46 Bapu Nadkarm, 
the Assistant Manager of the touring 
team opined He shaped extremely 
well Ail of us wert really surprised 
that a raw player displayed such 
maturity, particularv in view of the 
fact that he had been subjected to a 
long tourney before the match He 
fully utilised the opportunity he got It 
was nice to see a spinner who could 
bat also Aftei Bedi the tradition was 
that our bowlers were not capable of 
getting runs In that sense Shastn’s 
entry should be seen as a welcome 
change ' 

Playing m New Zealand, the young 
lad learnt his first lessons ot profes 
sionalism He felt “their attitude was 
always positive In Test cricket you 
have to learn everything Nobody is 
going to gift you nis wicket nor is 
anyone going to feed you half volleys 
on your favourite side that is profes 
sionalism More than anything else, I 
learnt the value of determination If 
they could not score runs they would 
block They would wait patiently for 
the bad balls to score* They wou'd not 
hit their way out of trouble Once they 
had ensured that they would not lose 
they would then become very aggres 
sive in a bid to win ” 

“Yes, sir, I learnt a lot from the 
Kiwi’s”, said Shastn 

It is not that Shastn feels that he is 
the best thing that has happened to 
Indian cncket He knows people refer

to him as d defensive bowler If dny 
other bowler throws the ball dt a 
height of nine feet people will say that 
he is flighting the hall but it I hurl it 
from a height ot nine feet because I 
am tall people sav I am not flighting 
the ball Do not forget that I release 
the ball from a height of nine feet 
itself It I weie to flight the ball from 
this position the chances arc that it 
could be hammered Of course, nuw 
and then I like to flight the ball just to 
keep the batsman guessing On good 
tracks I realise l will not he that 
successful At the moment, I am laying 
great stress on accuracy VVithth con

There are several aspirants for the top administrative posts in sports bodies 
throughout the country, but those who hold sway are not likely to relinquish 
power for a number of reasons ASHOK KAMATH investigates what it really 
means to be among the highest-ranking sports officials

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Vice Marshal C L Mehta (Retd), 
Secretary General of the Indian Olym 
ic Association and Secretary 
reasurer of the AGF He assured that 
all the games will be finished within 
the specified period of 14 days, start 
mg on November 19 He informed that 
it might be possible to hold the Nation 
al Games in the middle of next year to 
try out the facilities offered for the 
A r ian Games 

On the question of extending in 
vitation to Israel, he said that the 
Asian Amateur Athletic Association, 
at us recent meeting in Manila, de 
cided not to invite Israel to any athle 
tic meet in Asia including the Asian 
Games Under the AGF rules the 
Organising Committee has to issue 
invitations to member nations onlv 
“six months before the competition 
No decision has, therefore, been taken 
50 far on this issue But circles close to 
him say that 30 out of 32 countries 
would oe invited So if everything 
goes well this will be the biggest 
congregation in anv of the Asian 
Games neld so far It promises to be a 
thrilling spectacle 

T HE Asian Games have a special 
significance for every Indian As 
the founder member of the Asian 
Games movement, this country staged 
the first ever Asiad in its capital in 
1951 The torch that the country’s first 
Prime Minister lit at that time has now 
disseminated all over Asia Through 
out the span of last three decades the 
Asian Games have gradually assumed 
the character of an international event 
of major importance 

Although the Asian Games have 
acquired the status of the most presti 
gious event in the domain ut Asian 
sports, it is amazing to note that dur 
ing the last decade and a half fewer 
countries are opting to stage the event 
Out of the eight meets neld so far 
Thailand has sponsored three i19b6 
1970 and 1978) The other countries 
having hosted one each are India 
(inaugural year New Delhi 1951) the 
Philippines (Manila 1954; Japan 
(Tokyo 1958), Indonesia (Jakarta 
1962) and Iran (Teheran 1974) 

In fact, the 1978 Bangkok meet was 
literally thrust upon Thailand at the 
eleventh hour Tne venue originally 
chosen, it mav be recalled, was Manila 
and later Karachi As both countries 
failed to honour their commitment 
mainly because of financial compul 
sions, Thailand having the necessaiv 
infrastructure at Bangkok, magnani 
mouslv came forward to undertake the 
job However, they did not have to 
spend anv money on these Games 
since funds came largely from dona 
tions bv each member nation In fact, 
Thailand is reported to have made a 
net profit of 31 million dollars 

One of the protagonists of the 
Games the IOA Secretary General Air 
Vice Marshal (Retd) Chaman Lai 
Mehta was in a reminiscent mood 
when I met him at his Anand Niketan 
residence in South Delhi Relaxing far 
from the madding crowd, Mr Mehta, 
who is also India's current representa 


tive on the AGF, made some interest 
ing revelations 

Talking about the rising cost of 
staging the Asian Games, he felt this 
had gone up not only because of rising 
prices, but also because of the “aigan 
ticism” of the Games itself owing to 
the multiplicity of events staged 
According to the AGF Charter, it is 
just sufficient to stage the Games with 
eight disciplines onlv—two compul 
sory events (athletics and swimming) 
and six other optional disciplines 
Obviously the idea is to enable the 
developing countries in the Continent 
to keep themselves within a limited 
budget 

However it has, of late, become a 
sort of status symbol for some of the 
sponsoring countries to increase the 
number of disciplines sometimes 
beyond their own capacity They are 
now wing with one other in this re 
spect Those who lag behind in this 
race are either fighting shy to under 
take the job or are doing so at the cost 
of many national projects Such is the 
case with India which will be staging 
20 disciplines, the maximum ever 
(golf, handball and equestrianism 
being the new ones) plus two demon 
stration games 

The popularity of the Asian Games 
accotding to Mr Mehta, was not declin 
mg He confided to me that there are 
as manv as rhree contestants, namely, 
Seoul (South Korea), Pyongyang 
(North Korea I and Baghdad (Iraq) for 
the 1986 Asiad A specially appointed 
council uf five experts including Mr 
Mehta has visited these cities to 
gauge their capabilities facilities in 
frastructure and potential A decision 
on this will be taken when the AGF 
General Assembly meets in New Delhi 
in December next year 

An interesting piece of information 
about the AGF is that in future the 
AGF Secretariat will be lodged at a 
petmanent site with all its parapher 
nalia and will m future operate from 
one country The venue and the mod 
alities will be decided at the AGF 
General Assembly meeting The cost 
of the proposed permanent Secretarial 
is estimated to be around Rs 3 50 lakhs 
monthly nr about Rs 40 lakhs annually 
The General Assembly decided that 
until the permanent Secretariat comes 
into reality a shadow Secretariat will 
start functioning from Kuwait with the 
entire expenditure being borne by 
that country 

However the style of functioning of 
the AGF itself will also change con 
siderably Allotment of the Games will 
be a minor task The Secretariat will 
concentrate on holding coaching cli 
mes imparting technical suggestions 
for improved training and explore ave 
nues for holding the Asian cham 
pionships in various disciplines as fre 
quently as possible Above all, the 
newly operating AGF, I am told will 
make meticulous attempts to “narrow 
the vast discrepancy between the 
Asian standard and that of the rest of 
the world (except for table tennis, 
badminton and to a certain extent 
volleyball and hockey) ” 


Incidentally, the current practice is 
that the AGF Secretariat operates for 
four years in the country which holds 
the Asian Games The expenses for the 
AGF are the responsibility of the 
National Olympic Association of the 
country staging the Games for that 
period This has obviously limited the 
functioning of the Federation to mere 
Iv ensuring that the Games are sue 
cessfully held 

I gathered from AGF sources tfjat 
the move to have a permanent Secre 
tanat for the Federation was approved 
in 1978 when the AGF General Assem 
bly met at Bangkok after that year’s 
Asian Games Thailand, the host coun 
trv proposed its construction at Bang 
kok but Kuwait also made a claim foi 
this Kuwait not onlv volunteered tc 
bear the entire expenditure for the 
purpose it even came out with a big 
cheque as advance 1 However, the issue 
was deferred till the next General 
Assemblv meeting m New Delhi m 
1980 

It was again this bloc which sug 
gested the changing of the name of the 
Asian Games Federation to that of the 
Supreme bports Council of Asia, on 
the lines ot the Supreme Sports Coun 
cil of Africa which was then unani 
mouslv aciepred But this move was 
ultimately thwarted bv India in the 
Delhi meermg India is understood to 
have contended that the new nomencl 
ature having a semblance of the Afn 
can Council would not be appropriate 
Incidentally the African Council is a 
total flop It was also contended that 
any change m name after the racial 
African pattern would be deemed to 
be an affront to Asian sentiments and 
prestige It was then unanimously de 
mled that both the issues should be 
thoroughly examined by i Rules Com 
mittee under the Chairmanship of the 
Hong Kong National Olympic Associa 
tion chief Mr bales 

The recommendations of this Com 
mittee of which Mi Mehta is also a 
member will be submitted to the AGF 
Gtncral Assembly when it meets in 
New Delhi next year Accoidingly, the 
members of the Rules CommVtee are 
now busy examining the constitutions 
of almost all the National Olympic 
Associations of the world from its 
shadow Secretiiiat at Kuwait The 
Committee had its last meeting m New 
Delhi 

Although vigorous attempts ate 
being made to revitalise the Asian 
Games the unfolding of events and 
prevailing circumstances show that 
there are still signs of visible cracks 
Doubts, therefore, arise as to whether 
the Asian Games movement in its 
present form will continue or die an 
unnatural death Some followers of the 
movement have even gone to the ex 
tent of saving that next year's Asiad 
will be the last of its kind If so, the 
Asian Games be buried at the place 
where they were born 31 vears ago 
Well wishers hope that such dark fore 
bodings prove wrong, and the move 
ment, of which India is the founder, 
gather strength and momentum in the 
vears to come 




My most memorable moments 


MICHAEL KINDO 


A RJUNA Award winner Michael 
Kmdo was bom on June 28, 
1946, at Kurdeg in Ranchi district 
Although hockey came to him 
through tradition, he took to the 
game seriously only after joining 
the Indian Navy in 1962 He donned 
Indian colours lh 1969 against the 
visiting Kenyan team and made his 
first foreign tour in 1971 to partici 
pate m Pesta Sukun Hockey 
Tournament at Singapore Later, he 
represented the country in the in 
augural World Cup Tournament at 
Barcelona (1971/—the same year 
he was selected for the World Ki¬ 
th e Munich Olympics (1972) 2nd 
World Cup Tournament at Amster 
dam (19/3) and the third World 
Cup at Kuala Lumpur (1975) In 
1974 he missed the Teheran Asiad 
due to domt mi reasons and missed 
seleitwn to Montreal tor the 1976 
Olympic Games because ot injury 
He tecened the Arjuna 4 nird in 
1972 Today he is a Sports Execu 
nve m the Rourkeli Steel Plant 

B EING an Aduasi from the tribal 
area of Ranchi where hockey is 
the most popular game, I rook to it 
at an earlv age We used to plav the 
game with home made hockey 
sticks 1 started as a forward but 
later switched oyer to a defence 
position as there was a shortage of 
such players at that time During 
mv school days, I never had the 
opportunity of playing in any recog 
nised tournament 

In 1962 just after sitting for the 
S S C examination, I joined the 
Indian Navy and was sent to \ isha 
kapatnam for basic training Here I 
took part in Inter Section hockey 
matches After completion of my 
training m 1963, I was posted on 
INS Shakti The same year our ship 
was on a routine visit to Singapore, 
but I fell ill on the way At this 
moment, in order to avoid any 
further tortuous journeys in future, 

I decided to take up hockey serious 
ly In 1964, I was selected in the 
Navy team, but was unfortunately 
sidelined for two years 

In 1966, thanks to our coach Lt 
(IN) Ravinder Singh, I became a 
regular member of the Navy team 
In the same season, I was picked for 
the Services side to play in the 
Nationals, but was among the re 
serves In 1969, Mr Jose Gonsalves 
asked me to play for Bombay in the 
Nationals Since I had an opportune 
lty to be a playing member of the 
team, I accepted his offer Evident 
ly, the selectors were impressed 
with my performance ana I was 


chosen to play Test matches against 
the visiting Kenyan team I played 
three matches in the senes 
The year 1970 was the most 
disappointing of my career India 
had staged an international tourna 
ment in Bombay, where we fielded 
two teams—Dark Blues and Light 
Blues— and I was quite confident 
that I would be selected for one of 
them, but that was not to be I was 
not even given a chance for the 
Bangkok Asiad I was told that my 
physique was not good enough for 
international competition Perhaps 
the curse continued to be on me as 
the following year the same thing 
happened 



In 1971, an Indian team was to 
participate m the Pesta Sukun 
Hockey Tournament at Singapore 
and later m the inaugural world 
Cup Tournament at Barcelona, 
Spam I was not even called to the 
coaching camp I look courage and 
asked one of the officials the 
reason His reply was "You are 
above 30 years and therefore you 
have not been considered for selec¬ 
tion M This surprised me consider 
ably and I showed him my birth 
certificate He promised to make 
inquiries into the subject 

Having verified my age, they 
invited me to join the camp But by 
that time 1 had gone on leave to my 
village and only on my return did I 
find the latter When I finally 
reached the camp, only three days 
remained for the final trials One of 
the happiest moments came when 
coach udham Suigh allowed me to 


take part in the trial matches and I 
found myself in the Indian squad to 
tour Singapore—my first-ever fore 
lgr. tour 

We won the championship in 
Singapore Thus I began my inter 
national hockey career with a gold 
The same year I went to Barcelona 
for the inaugural World Cup 
Tournament but we lost to Pakistan 
in the semi finals and finally 
obtained the bronze medal In Bar 
celona, I was selected for a World 
XI team along with Ashok Kumar 
and Ajitpal Singh In 1972,1 was in 
the Indian squad for the Munich 
Olympics Again, the three of us 
were m the World team Though 
that same year saw me receiving 
the Arjuna Award, I was not verv 
happy as we could not win the 
Olympic hockey gold medal I rep 
resented India again in the Amster 
dam World Cup Tournament in 
1973, when we lost in the final to 
hosts Holland in the tie breaker 

I could not go to the Teheran 
Asian Games in 1974 due to domes 
tic reasons In 197S, I was a member 
of the victorious Indian team at 
Kuala Lumpur, where we defeated 
our arch rivals Pakistan 2 1 Natur 
ally, that was my most memorable 
moment Every sportsman wants to 
be on top of tne world in his disci 
plme and when one achieves this, 
one's joy knows no bounds The 
year 1976 was my golden year m 
many respects I played tor the 
Kota Division XI which won the 
Inter Division Western Railway 
Championship We also won the 
Inter Railway Championship, and 
later on the Railways team clinched 
the Rangaswamy Cup—the symbol 
of supremacy in the Nationals The 
same year India won the first Rene 
Frank Gold Cup International 
Hockey Touranment at Madras. In 
cidentally, this was my last appear 
ance in international hotkey f mu 
sed the 1976 Montreal Olympics 
due to injury So, I started my 
international career with a gold 
and finished on din same high note 
At home, Orissa qualified for the 
semi finals in twq consecutive 
Nationals under my captaincy I do 
not have any complaints against 
any of the officials or player* To¬ 
day, whatever I have achieved is 
because of hockey I am well placed 
in the Rourkela Steel Plant I am 
stgtlsfied with my achievements 
and 1 would not like to comment on 
die present state of Indian hockey

Sukhna lake endangered 

CHANDIGARH Remember Sukhna 
Lake, which was once being const 
dered as the possible venue for rowing 
event of the 1982 Asian Games It 
looks like a neglected child today, not 
only because tne rowing event is 
almost ruled out for inclusion in the 
games, but also because it is on the 
verge of extinction The sprawling 
lake is endangered by heavy silting It 
presents an ugly sight these days with 
small sand islands dotting its surface 
It is roughly over two thirds of sand, as 


the managing committee of the Lake 
Club goes about taking some positive 
steps to expand sports activities on the 
lake The committee has only recently 
approved a number of schemes like 
buying more boats, but ironically not 
even discussed the silting problem 
Meanwhile, a specialist in planning 
land and water resources John Ste 
wart who has worked as a foreign 
consultant in various countries, like 
Libya, North \ emen and Thailand and 
is currently attached to the World 
Bank aided handi area development 
project in Punjab, is of the view that 
the only wav to save the lake from 
further silting is to handover tm 
mediately the area across the lake to 
the Union Territory Administration 
which should take steps similar to the 
ones it had already taken in its portion 
of it 

Interestingly, the area across the 
lake is currently under three Admims 
trations, namely Punjab, the Union 
Territory Administration, and 
Haryana While Punjab and Haryana 
had not restricted the use of the area 
for grazing or cutting of trees etc, the 
Union Territory had banned such uses 
This had to a limited extent halted the 
march of silting, but till Punjab and 
Haryana cooperated, nothing tangible 
was possible The best way to save the 
lake, therefore, is to handover the area 
to the UT, according to the American 
engineer, John Stewart who had been 
asked by the Union Territory Admims 
tration to suggest steps
